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The term ‘ efficient* is often used loosely as an 
alternative to ‘effective’. In Electricity Supply, 
however, the ‘efficiency’ of a power station has 
a well-defined and exact connotation. It indi- 
cates the heat erlergy expended to produce a unit 
of electricity. 


Progressively, new power stations are more 
‘efficient’ than their predecessors — they burn 
less coal for a given output. The engineers of 
the Central Electricity Generating Board are 
producing designs which, by increasing efficiency, 
enable power stations to offset substantially the 
rising costs of materials. 


In spite of increased efficiency, however, the 
available supply of suitable coal cannot long 
keep pace with the demand for electricity, which 
doubles every decade. The gap that threatens 
in the not distant future will now be filled by the 
rapidly expanding nuclear power programme.

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HOUSING STANDARDS 


HE general questionnaire type of inquiry, unless it be narrowly restrictive 

in its terms, is apt to produce answers abounding in generalisations and 
reservations. The evidence submitted by the Federation of Registered House- 
Builders to the Central Housing Advisory Committee’s Sub-Committee on 
Housing Standards (published in our last issue) is no exception, but it makes, 
nevertheless, many thoughtful suggestions for changes and improvements in 
housing standards, notably in matters of floor space, general arrangement of 
accommodation, heating, kitchen planning, laundry, equipment and fittings, 
storage, safety considerations, sound and thermal insulation, refuse disposal, 
garaging,. play spaces and form of access to dwellings. 

With households differing so widely in income, in size and in requirements, 
which are never static for long, lower-cost housing as at present provided is 
bound to be something of a compromise. There is much to be said, in fact. 
for the expandable (and contractable) type of house, with the floor space 
adjustable to changing needs by means of partitioning, so far as the fixed ser- 
vices and the fenestration will allow. This is one aspect of house design and 
construction that requires much more attention than it appears to be receiving 
at present. 

A glance at some of the Federation’s suggested needs confirms this impres- 
sion. Here are a few: A sickness or old-age room, with independent con- 
veniences and facilities; shower baths in addition to, or in lieu of, a bath- 
room; some form of outdoor living-space; a utility or hobbies room for spare- 
time work; full use of the whole living area in preference to space or rooms 
for special occasions; smaller bedrooms with built-in furniture; bigger bath- 
rooms; various arrangements of the kitchen plus dining room plus sitting 
room; open planning; more privacy. Some of these suggestions are incom- 
patible with one another within the context of fixed planning, and offer a 
strong argument for maximum flexibility in the use of space, which could 
be had only by some form of movable partitioning. 

As to the suggestions for improved construction, services and equipment, 
such as thermal and sound insulation, whole-house heating, kitchen installa- 
tions, power and lighting, etc., these are matters of economics and will no 
doubt be increasingly provided as part of the improved standard of living 
due to increased prosperity, the development of communal services and the 
further standardisation and mass production of building components and 
household equipment. As the Federation suggests, however, most improve- 
ments in standards of amenity and equipment will involve an additional 
outlay either in production, installation or running costs and one member 
offers the sage advice that ‘ it is more desirable to provide good accommoda- 
tion with limited luxuries at a price which can properly be afforded than to 
offer high-priced houses with everything we would like but which would be 
beyond the reach of the average pocket.” Subject to this primary consideration 
the Federation’s view is that a reasonable order of priority for improvements 
in standards of design and equipment would be (1) heating and insulation, (2) 
kitchen planning and equipment, (3) space standards and storage, (4) refuse 
disposal, (5) sanitary equipment (second we), and (6) electrical points. 

No doubt the Central Housing Advisory Committee will take due account 
of all the evidence it receives and make the appropriate recommendations. 
Nevertheless, it is doubtful whether all is yet being done that could be done to 
improve housing standards and to lower costs. We have no parallel organisa- 
tion, for instance, with the National Association of House Builders’ Research 
Institute of the USA, one of whose most important objectives is to stimulate 
the development of new materials and equipment that will help the builder 
to construct better houses at lower cost (The ‘ Research House’ which the 
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Americans have erected embodying the products of several progressive US 
manufacturers was illustrated and described in our issue for September 11). 
Here is something that we might well imitate. A research house showing what 
could be done with improved design, materials and equipment and at what 
cost under the conditions of full production would be a popular and valuable 
feature of any Building or Ideal Home Exhibition. It would provide, too, the 
opportunity for much closer co-operation among architects, builders and manu- 


facturers of materials and equipment.

Notes of the Week 


Competition at Liverpool 


(CORPORATE members of the RIBA, 
the RIAI or those whose names are 
on the ARCUK Register are now invited 
(as will be seen from an announcement 
on page 294) to apply for conditions of 
competition for the Metropolitan Cathe- 
dral of Christ the King, to be erected on 
the site on Brownlow Hill, Liverpool, 
and for which the late Sir Edwin Lutyens 
prepared a design before the War. 

The intended structure, which is ex- 
pected to cost not more than £1 million, 
will be more modest in scale than the 
original design or, indeed, the revised 
design prepared by Mr. Adrian Gilbert 
Scott, now abandoned, and there should 
be some interest to see from the condi- 
tions (when these are available early next 
month) what exactly is proposed to be 
done with the quite extensive works on 
the crypt which were completed during 
Lutyens’ lifetime. But the choice of the 
assessors (Mr. Basil Spence and Mr. 
David Stokes, with the Roman Catholic 
Archbishop of Liverpool, Dr. Heenan) 
should ensure that the entry is good. 
Premiums, too, are generous with a 
first award of £5,000 (to be merged, of 
course, with fees) and second and third 
sums of £3,000 and £2,000. The Cathe- 
dral Committee deserve praise for seeking 


the new design by open competition and 
the hope will be that they may be justified 
by the result. 


Call for a Borough Architect 

IN A LETTER to the county and borough 
authorities, Guildford Society has made 
a plea for a return to the conception of 
a new Guildford Royal Grammar School 
building in the best contemporary style, 
facing the Tudor building across a 
‘pleasance in which schoolboys and 
townspeople could mingle.’ Referring to 
a ‘lack of overall control’ in this and 
comparable developments, the Society 
calls for the appointment of a borough 
architect for Guildford. 

‘Is not the time ripe,’ the Society asks, 
‘for the appointment of a borough archi- 
tect charged with the duty of preparing 
an overall town plan, of advising the 
Corporation as to what areas in the 
borough are worthy of preservation in 
their entirety? The salary payable to 
such an official would be money well 
spent.” 

First part of Guildford Royal Gram- 
mar School extension, which has just 
been completed, is in use this term. 
Building of the part which will face the 
High Street was deferred for a year. The 
design of the front elevation of the 
building (by the County Architect, Mr. J. 
Harrison) was submitted to the Royal 
Fine Art Commission at the request of 
Guildford Town Council, and subse-

Architect, 
Praise for the New Towns 

FOREIGN PRAISE for British achieve- 
ments is sufficiently rare today to make it 
pleasant to note that Mr. Nathan Strauss, 
the New York housing authority, has told 
Americans that they should look at what 
is being done in housing in England and 
Sweden. Mr. Strauss, chairman of the 
Mayor of New York’s housing advisory 
committee, has been on a two-month 
inspection of British housing develop- 
ments. “We could learn a great deal 
trom the English, though we're making 
no effort to do so, he is reported as 
saying. ‘There they build a new town 
to move peopie into belore they tear 
down a Sium. Mere we tear the slum down 
first, then have to look for somewhere 
to put those we've displaced.’ Mr. Strauss, 
who was particularly impressed with the 
new towns at Crawiey and Harlow, has 
advocated sending a commission over * to 
study how we do it. Perhaps in return 
we can send more industrialists to study 
American marketing conditions. 


Architecture and the Disabled 


ARCHITECTS who are ‘addicted to 
pianning buildings on varying levels to 
give interest’ should read * [he Long 
Koad Back, thinks the Central Councu 
for the Care ot Crippies. Therein tne 
author, E. Le Compte, a Columbia 
University Professor who has suttered 
from polio, writes that his principal plea 
“would be to architects and engineers 
for a world with lower curbs and lower 
Steps (and those with grasp rails). We 
do everything for automobiles, nothing 
for pedestrians. ... A facade of steps 
on public buildings has been the archi- 
tects’ only idea tor an imposing front 
for centuries ; it’s high time they had a 
second idea.’ 

Mr. Le Compte continues: * While 
Chicago’s Field Museum of Natural 
History will continue to flaunt to every 
visitor its 38 steps (thereby illustrating 
arrival of the fittest?) Pennsylvania 
became, on June |, 1957, the first state to 
put into effect a building code that 
eliminates some of these architectural 
hazards and barriers. But, astonishingly 
enough, hospitals are among the build- 
ings that are exempt from the new 
regulations—apparently on the theory 
that there will always be a stretcher 
handy.’ It sounds as though this book, 
which Gollancz have just published, 
might become a standard architectural 
textbook. 


Architects and Engineers Combine 


AN INNOVATION at the Royal Society 
of Health’s Congress to be held in 
Torquay next year, will be the com- 
bining under the title of ‘Conference of 
Municipal Engineers, Surveyors, Archi- 
tects and Town Planners’ of the 
Architecture and Town Planning Section 
and the Conference of Engineers and 
Surveyors which have met separately. 
Even though Architects come well 
down the list, this is a step to be wel- 
comed. The profession (perhaps with 
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the help of Professor Le Compte) should 
also have its chance to win the John 
Edward Worth prize competition for an 
essay on ‘the design and equipment of 
living accommodation for the use of 
able-bodied elderly couples and single 
persons.” 


Code for Selective Tendering 
Consultative Committee of 
Architects, Quantity Surveyors and 
Builders, which has not been much in 
evidence lately, will break its silence on 
October 7 when it has called an open 
meeting at the RIBA (5.45 p.m.) to dis- 
cuss the Code of Procedure tor Selective 
Tendering. Copies of the code are not 
yet available, but it is known that the 
aim is to improve efficiency and reduce 
costs in building at the tendering stage 
sO aS tO minimise delays and uncertain- 
ties. Publication and public discussion 
will, therefore, be awaited with a good 
deal of interest. 


LMBA Apprentices’ Medals 


WE HEAR that Lord McCorquodale of 
Newton, President of the Industrial 
Training Council, is to present the 
LMBA medals for 1959. When Chief 
Scout, Lord Rowallan, had promised to 
make the presentations this year, but 
had to cancel the engagement because of 
his appointment as Governor of Tas- 
mania. The presentation takes place in 
stationers’ Hall, Ludgate Hill, on 
November 4, with the Lord Mayor, Sir 
Harold Gillett, in the Chair. 

Among others who have presented the 
medals since the scheme was inaugurated 
in 1952 have been the Duke of Edin- 
burgh, Field Marshal Lord Montgomery, 
the Lord Chancellor, the Bishop of 
London and the American Ambassador.

Mid-20th Century Apprentices 


A SURVEY conducted by the Industrial 
Welfare Society of the character and 
habits of the typical industrial apprentice 
of the mid-twentieth century is well worth 
reading by everyone interested in appren- 
ticeship. Sixty per cent of apprentices 
believe, for instance, that they come from 
middle or lower class families (only 25 
per cent admitted coming from the 
working class); fathers’ jobs range from 
ministers of religion to bookmakers; most 
of the lads have money saved and half 
have life assurance policies running; near- 
ly 20 per cent own motor cars and 30 
per cent motor bicycles or scooters; nearly 
60 per cent do not belong to a trade 
union; 30 per cent expect to be promoted 
to supervisor, but only 10 per cent expect 
to rise to be executives. About half 
expect to stay with their present employer 
at the end of their time and another 15 
per cent ‘to stay at least for a while.’ 

‘In one matter,” states the Press hand- 
out, ‘apprentices have not changed with 
the times: spelling throughout the answers 
was atrocious, many of the inevitable 
“ don’t know ” replies appearing as “ don’t 
no”™.’ Nevertheless, adds the handout, 
‘the 400 boys who attend the three con- 
secutive five-day conferences at Kebel 
(our italics) College, Oxford, are the 
cream of British apprenticeship.” That, 
anyway, is all to the good. 


Asbestos-cement Review 


THE current edition of the International 
Asbestos-cement Review (price 5s.) con- 
tains contributions by many architects 
who emphasise the use of this material 
in the design and construction of dwelling 
houses. 

An article by Mr. Richard J. Neutra, 
the eminent American architect, deals 
with asbestos-cement as a contribution 
to prefabrication (‘The tremendous 
population increase around the globe 
necessitates the manufactured dwelling, 
the treatment of the dwelling as a pro 
duct.") Mr. Neutra points out that the 
significant properties of asbestos-cement, 
its non-combustible character, the preci- 
sion of sections with little shrinkage, and 
its considerable structural strength, are 
great assets for the designer. 

A description of the restoration of the 
famous frescoes of the Campo Santo in 
Pisa is given. The frescoes were trans- 
ferred from badly damaged masonry on 
to asbestos-cement backing.

Britain for half a century. Whilst significant develop- 

ments have taken place in the techniques of lighting and 

electronics over the past years, their introduction to 

many lighthouses has had to be delayed until the 

national grid electricity supply extended to the remoter 

regions.

The architectural solution of the Dungeness scheme 

is extremely interesting in view of the long and estab- J} scale tineatt)~ 

lished tradition of lighthouse design, and the absence of = 

transitional forms during the last fifty years parallel with 

other architectural developments. A comparison of the 

old and new Dungeness lighthouses in the perspective, 

shows that the architects have respected the traditional 

proportions and massing and avoided novelty, making 

changes where technical developments have dictated 

them. At the base, a concrete spiral ramp replaces the 

stone step. The familiar cigar-shaped loadbearing 

tower is replaced by a pencil-form tower, logically 

expressing a monolithic prestressed structure. A rich 

textural contrast is produced at the top by a honeycomb 

of openings for the fog-warning loudspeaker units. The 

tower is 130 ft. high and 12 ft. outside diameter, con- 

structed from a series of 5 ft. high concrete drums. Pre- 

stressing wires are fed vertically through the 6 in. walls 

and post-tensioned on the Freyssinet system. The 

bottom drum is castellated to allow entry for the cables. 

The circular core staircase is composed of cantilever 

treads grouted into the tower wall. Black and white 

bands on the tower exterior are a permanent finish of 

selected aggregates and coloured cement, which will 

not require maintenance. A fog detector is situated at 

public observation platform level at the top of the ramp, 

which automatically operates the 60 fog-warning loud- 

speaker units. A standby generator and a battery lamp 

are installed in cise of failure of the service lamp or the 

electricity supply.

the Queen’s Theatre to be pulled down, while leaving the auditorium in 
reasonably good condition. When rebuilding came under discussion it was 
decided that the auditorium could not be scrapped, and this has largely con- 
ditioned the design for the rebuild which has accepted and carried forward 
the Edwardian decoration of the auditorium, generally in white and gold, with 
the addition of vermilion and purplish-black on the ceiling. The elaborate 
plasterwork of the saucer dome has been brilliantly illuminated from lamps 
within the large enriched plaster ring suspended from the ceiling.

External Design : The design of the exterior 
has deliberately been restrained as providing 
a link between the Edwardian auditorium and 
current design trends; it has been largely 
conditioned by the intention to make the 
bright lights and gaiety of Shaftesbury-avenue 
the backcloth to the dress-circle and upper- 
circle bars and to provide in the upper part 
a background for the necessary lettered 
theatre announcements ; a projecting rail at 
main cornice level is provided for suspended 
cradles for fixing. Window frames are painted 
black and infilling panels are in purplish-black 
ceramic mosaic. The canopy fascia is finished 
with translucent honey-coloured mosaic, il- 
luminated at night. The canopy soffit is 
finished with asbestos-spray with a rough 
sound-absorbent surface, a treatment also 
used for the ceiling of the foyer. The foyer 
is enclosed by frameless glass doors between 
columns encased in black cement, the columns 
having a polished surface with insets sculpted 
by Eric Peskett. The flank wall to Wardour- 
street is built of grey semi-glazed bricks. 

The Foyer : \n order to make a noticeable 
break in the foyer from the noise and glare 
of the street, the space immediately inside the 
glass doors is kept rather low and dark. The 
ceiling is sound-absorbent, and the floor 
covered with a thick carpet. This deliberate 
reticence is relieved by an open coal fire in a 
brass surround. By contrast, the inner part of 
the foyer is brightly lit by the chandelier, 
designed by John McCarthy, and the light is 
reflected by the white terrazzo stair structure. 
The dark hardwood handrail is of a scale to 
satisfy the London County Council’s require- 
ment of a high balustrade while also being a 
practical height for comfort. The wall 
hanging is a standard * Time Present’ design 
by John Drummond. Other walls are covered 
with * Flexwood * and golden-flock paper. 

Auditorium : Opportunity has been taken 
to rearrange all the seating to improve the view

of the stage ; stalls and pit have been com- 
bined, also upper circle and gallery. Staircase 
and passage space thus saved now houses 
heating and ventilating plant. The design for 
the safety curtain decoration is by V. J. Kuell. 

The Stage This has been completely re- 
equipped, the electrical system having remote 
control from a console sited under one of the 
boxes, enabling lighting effects to be controlled 
by a single operator. 

The Bars : The stalls bar, which is below the 
foyer, is lushly decorated. When considering 
wall coverings, the positioning of the various 
inlet and outlet grilles was an important factor. 
Panelling is formed of dark hardwood strips 
stained and applied to a ply backing. Where 
necessary, the backing between the strips is cut 
away, thus leaving concealed slots for air. The 
leaning rail has insets filled with plastic 
material to the design of William Mitchell. 
The vaulted ceiling is in red and black, with 
a white terrazzo surround. 

The design of the dress-circle bar (designed, 
like the stalls bar, by Sir Hugh Casson) also 
uses the bright lights of Shaftesbury-avenue as 
a backcloth. The window seat is in white 
terrazzo with red velvet cushions, yellow 
curtains and the same. sculptural black 
columns as appear at ground-floor level. The 
chandelier is by John McCarthy. This bar 
can also serve as a reception room on ; 
occasions.

The upper circle bar is more severe in : a 
character. The bar is fitted into the structure 
of the upper circle and is therefore curved on 
plan and somewhat tent-like in section. 
Lighting is from behind the blue plush seating 
and from within the bar itself. Radiating elm 
board is used for the floor, black lino for the 
bar front and the walls, and white plaster. 
There is a photo-mural of Piccadilly Circus by 
night, by Colin Westwood. This is set in a 
recess which becomes a trompe loeil and gives 
an illusion of added space.

Direct Labour 


IR,—I am not surprised that my pre- 

vious letter on direct labour has 
provoked a reply from Mr. Trench (The 
Builder, September 18). The Employers’ 
whole purpose in our economic set-up is 
advocacy of private enterprise as against 
public enterprise ; in favour of competi- 
tive tendering and so on. But, as I have 
said, the Employers’ advocacy is incon- 
sistent with their practice, for while 
theorising in favour of competition they 
do their best to eliminate it by arrange- 
ments among themselves. The London 
Builders’ Conference may have been 
ended as a result of the report of the 
Monopolies Commission, but behind the 
scenes agreements among firms continue 
to flout their own public declarations on 
competitive tendering. 

We are well aware also of the possibility 
of firms occasionally putting in an unecono- 
mic tender in order to kill a direct labour 
price—a trick which may sometimes succeed 
but to which some local authorities are very 
much alive and know how to cope with. The 
* package’ deals are not unknown to us. We 
know, too, from long experience that muni- 
cipal houses have no need to fear comparison 
with houses not so built and the satisfaction 
of our members with their conditions under 
municipal control as compared with employ 
ment elsewhere 

Councils generally, even some Tory ones, 
are concerned with offering the best possible 
service to their citizens and refuse to allow 
ideological considerations to affect their con- 
duct of public affairs,

IR,—I wish to refer to Mr. Peter 
Trench’s letter and point out that 
whilst the appropriate Ministry in 1946 
stated that a Direct Labour Department 
should tender in competition with con- 
tractors, it did also add the words ‘ at the 
same time and under identical condi- 
tions.” 
It is hardly sound reasening to say on the 
one hand a direct labour department is to be 
treated the same as a contractor and then

proceed to restrict its working by not allow- 
ing the department a measure of elasticity as 
enjoyed by contractors. All direct labour 
departments endeavour to carry out their 
work as efficiently as possible, but they are 
only too aware of the disadvantages in a 
system which asks them to furnish separate 
costings for each individual job. Often a 
department is faced with a_ redundancy 
problem, involving the paying off of sound 
gangs of men built up over years, simply 
because they can only go to their own 
authority for work. Not for them the taking 
on of work at cost or even at a loss to keep 
their men. Not for them the taking on of 
work in order to make full use of their heavy 
plant and to cover their known overheads. 

Mr. Trench is perfectly correct when he 
states that in this age of firm price tendering 
local authority direct labour organisations, 
by their very constitution, are the only 
people precluded from giving a firm price. 

I therefore say: change this constitution 
and introduce legislation allowing a direct 
labour department of a local authority to 
present an annual trading account. I feel 
sure then there would be no difficulty in 
getting direct labour organisations to tender 
in competition or present firm price tenders 
With an annual trading account it would be 
possible to create reserves to take care of all 
the various contingencies that might arise 
and give the direct labour department the 
identical conditions mentioned in the Minis- 
try Circular of 1946.

OBITUARY 
T. S. Darbyshire, FRIBA 


WE RECORD WITH REGRET the death on 
September 15 of Mr. Thomas Schofield 
Darbyshire, FRIBA, MIStructE, a partner 
in the firm of Yates, Cook & Darbyshire. 
architects and surveyors. He was 69. 

Mr. Darbyshire’s technical training com 
menced at the Manchester School of Tech- 
nology in 1906, following which he became 
a pupil of the late Mr. Joseph Sunlight 
Subsequently he came to London and worked 
in the office of the late Henry Tanner. He 
set up in private practice in 1921 and the 
following year entered into partnership with 
Mr. Wilfrid Yates and Mr. William Cook, 
in Great Marlborough-street, W. The work 
of this partnership has included widespread 
commercial and industrial projects, and 
Darbyshire himself was particularly con- 
cerned in the design of many of them, includ 
ing some of the blocks in Regent-street, 
several grandstands and buildings on race- 
courses, and some of the earlier super 
cinemas. 

He served in the 1914-18 war with the 
RNAS and in the last war was commissioned 
in the Royal Engineers, acting as Assistant 
Commander RE in Eastern Command with 
the rank of Major. He left the Army in 1945 
to undertake the building of the large peni 
cillin factory at Speke (now owned by a 
subsidiary of the Distillers’ Company).

HE Catering Unit serves as a regional centre for the 

south west of England for training in all aspects of the 
catering industry, and the full-time course will lead to 
diplomas and certificates ; in addition there will be 
part-time courses for specialised and advanced require- 
ments of the industry. It is intended that the depart- 
ment will be a centre for research and development. 
Lectures and demonstrations on subjects of current 
interest will be held for hoteliers and caterers generally. 

Planning : The site is extremely restricted and has a 
fall of 10 ft. from back to front. The planning problem 
was complicated by the building having several different 
user requirements, namely—the public, teaching staff, 
kitchen staff, catering students, and students from the 
main college using the refectory. 

The unit was planned on three levels to take ad- 
vantage of the sloping site and the ground floor 
comprises the kitchen and ancillaries, serveries, restau- 
rant and refectory. Under the restaurant and refectory 
are placed the reception hall, staff rooms, changing 
rooms and showers, forming the lower ground floor. 
The first floor consists of classrooms and laboratory, 
which are situated over the kitchens. The restaurant 
and refectory are designed so that the whole area can 
be thrown open for use as a banqueting hall, and this 


part of the building has been expressed architecturally 
as a light timber structure to contrast with the main 
block, which is in load-bearing brickwork. 

The elementary kitchen, training kitchen, larder and 
pastry room, in addition to being production units, are 
designed as classrooms, being equipped with a dais and 
blackboard. 

The building was originally planned in two phases, 
the second phase to comprise classrooms, lecture room 
and flat, situated over the single-storey kitchen block. 
The classrooms, were, however, completed in the 
original contract and the lecture room and flat will be 
built in the near future. The kitchens and pastry room 
are air-conditioned, and the building is heated mainly 
by warm air convectors. The boilers are oil-fired and 
the system is fully automatic. 

Structure; The restaurant and refectory block is 
built of cedar wood cladding on timber studwork. The 
roof is of Stramit on timber joists supported on lamin- 
ated plywood beams at 6 ft. 4 in. centres. The floor 
slab forming the ceiling of the changing rooms and 
reception area is a reinforced concrete slab spanning 
between load-bearing walls. The remainder of the 
building with the exception of the additional classrooms 
is built of load-bearing brickwork with R C slabs to

floors and roofs. The additional classrooms which 
were to form part of the second phase but which were, 
in fact, completed with the main contract are built 
entirely of timber as will be the lecture theatre and flat 
which is to be completed this year. 

Cost : The tender figure for the building was £83,300.

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AN ARCHITECT AT

O be an architect at large enjoying 

the freedom of the profession and a 
few stolen days to exploit the possibilities 
of unsponsored travel is a very pleasur- 
able experience, but to be an architect 
incarcerated at home condemned to un- 
wanted leisure by the scions of another 
profession is an experience of a very 
different order. The eye, trained over 
long years to provide food for the brain, 
alights on well-loved but all too familiar 
shapes wherever it rests, and any journey- 
ings into the realms of discovery must 
be made within the kingdoms of the 
mind—an awesome thought, and a humb- 
ling one too as the ful! force of realisa- 
tion makes its first sharp impact to re- 
veal a barren wilderness where one had 
supposed hidden treasures to lie. 

But if the poet can store daffodils to 
gladden the inward eye of solitude, the 
architect too must surely have his mental 
store. Time for reorientation, I decided, 
was all that was needed; the transition 
from observation to meditation is not to 
be achieved in a mere moment by the 
simple act of lying supine. There must be 
a link between the two. What had been 
my last act of observation before unkind 
fate laid me low? But, of course, there 
it was, lying on my table in front of the 
window. A bright little round talisman 
which bore the inscription * Royal Insti- 
tute of British Architects,’ with a bar 
attached which said ‘367. Mr. A. W 
Kenyon, CBE(F) (London). 

In less than a moment I was back at 
Cardiff, sitting and listening whilst the 
warm air of the RIBA Conference wafted 
around me in all directions. Young men 
and not-so-young men took turns on the 
platform to deliberate: sometimes they 
used carefully prepared scripts and some- 
times they extemporised; they told us 
earnestly about large offices and small 
offices, and they even told us something

about the gargantuan public offices. They 
told us how to organise ourselves and they 
showed us charts and graphs to prove 
how much better we could all be if we 
would. This Conference was out to make 
good architects of us all; organisation 
came first and one assumed that good de 
sign would automatically follow. It was 
all very excellent in its way, for there is 
no doubt that all too many of us are in 
sad need of this sort of discipline, but I 
felt that Sir Thomas Bennett had hit the 
nail squarely on the head in speaking of 
the much-quoted package deal, when he 
said that once the architect had gained the 
confidence of the public, the package deal 
would go out of the door. The confi- 
dence of the public: that was the crux of 
the matter and Sir Thomas is not the man 
to miss It. 


fix... but not Ghent 


This kind of thinking led my mind 
back to January of this year when there 
was a packed house at the Institution 
of Civil Engineers to hear papers read by 
an eminent architect and an equally emi 
nent engineer on the problems 
collaboration between the two profes 
sions. We were toid that it was half a 
century since the last joint deliberation, 
and ‘ The Builder,’ writing of this second 
occasion, commented that it would be 
good news to hear that a joint committee 
had been set up to tackle the difficult 
but worth-while job of examining the pro- 
blems which were seen to exist. The good 
news has not yet arrived. 

As I lay quietly reflecting on both these 
occasions and all that had been said about 
the architect and his problems and his 
relationship to the rest of the building 
team, I tried to rid my mind of all pre- 
judice and preconceived notions and 
visualise just where present trends would 
seem to indicate that the architect is 
heading. He is 
certainly not 
spared — criticism 
either within or 
without the pro- 
fession, and his 
present position 
is certainly a 
nebulous one. 

Reconcile my- 
self I must, 
although I find it 
difficult to do so, 
to the fact that 
architects are 
content nowadays 
to leave thei 
drawing boards 
at a very early 
stage in their 
career and — as 
the Conference 
would seem to 
encourage them 
to do they 
become organ 
isers, lecturers, 


ol 
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platform orators and broadcasting per 
sonalities, whilst the designing is left to 
their juniors. Perhaps one of these days 
we shall find them in Parlament At 
present we have only one architect repre- 
sentative there, he has toiled for 
years single-handed on our behalf, with 
very encouragement trom the rest 
of us, I fear. 

If the architect is to hold his rightful 
place in the building team, this business 
of the package deal—be it red herring or 
otherwise—must squarely faced. 
Arthur Ling spoke wisely at the Con- 
ference when he suggested that all that 
was wrong with the package was that 
the architect was at the bottom instead of 
the top, and if it were turned upside 
down all would well. There is little 
doubt that the builders have given us all 
a jerk with their package deal offers, and 
perhaps it is not a bad thing that this 
should be so. They say they have done 
it to protect themselves against our in- 
competence, which is a_ challenging 
enough claim in all conscience. but there 
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is a good deal more to it than that. The 
builders are finding they can hire all the 
tame architects they need to design their 
work and engineers to construct it; they 
can eliminate the quantity surveyor by 
dealing with their own quantities; they 
can find the money to finance their pro- 
jects, and they no longer need to tender in 
the open market for their contracts. This 
last is a point which appeals strongly to 
the builders, for as Mr. P. E. Trench said 
at a recent discussion at the Architec- 
tural Association, it can be a matter of 
luck whether a builder who puts in the 
lowest tender makes any money out of a 
job. The builders can undoubtedly make 
the client a very attractive offer in their 
package deal 

But as Sir Thomas so perceptively said, 
all this would go by the board if the client 
had confidence in his architect, and it 
seems to me that the time has come for a 
little stocktaking on the credit side of our 
profession. There has been open acknow- 
ledgment of our weaknesses and failings, 
and I think it might be a good thing if a 
little more public notice were now given 
to some of the achievements of our pro- 
fession in recent years. 

I personally get a little weary of all the 
stories | am told of architects who fail 
to have drawings ready for the quantity 
surveyor when he starts to bill and for the 
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builder when he starts to build. It is 
inevitable that one relates general criti- 
cism to personal experience. and I have 
no doubt that there are many offices like 
mine where we claim that since the war 
we have made a practice of having every 
drawing available for jobs, big or small, 
before the quantities are taken out. whilst 
every sub-contract is settled within a fort- 
night of starting the contract. 

Perhaps I was naive in thinking that 
this would earn credit from the builders: 
1 do not recall a single occasion when the 
builder has shown satisfaction or offered 
thanks for this mercy, but I have on 
numerous occasions found that ‘our flood 
of drawings embarrassed the foreman, 
who was dauite untrained to deal with 
them. He much preferred to be fed with 
the drawings as the work went along; and 
in spite of the fact that they have all the 
information they need on the drawings in 
their offices, both the foreman and the 
clerk of works still ask the same elemen 
tary questions about work which has been 
carefully detailed for them. 

Turning the Tables 

When I think of the package deal and 
the subsidiary place which the architect 
would have in the package, I think of the 
times when I have yearned to take the 
builder’s organisation under my wing in 
order to get order and progress on to a 


job. 


Mr. Ove Arup, speaking at the January’ 


joint meeting of architects and engineers. 
said that the design of a modern building 
or structure was far too extensive a study 
to be mastered by one mind. Old 
fashioned building relied on tradition for 
iis guide, he said, but modern technique 
required careful preplanning of every step. 
The architects undoubtedly appreciated 
this fact years ago when they gave up the 
old pupilage system and set up schools of 
architecture throughout the country. 

1 doubt if there is another country 
which can boast a finer system of training 
than we now possess, and it is being 
improved every year. Indeed, it amazes 
me to find the amount of knowledge 
which some of the younger generation 
have amassed. In acquiring it they may 
have had to cut out some of the historic 
background which was included in an 
earlier system, but they have versed them- 
selves progressively in modern techniques. 
I wonder if the builders and engineers can 
claim as much. The engineers have 
divided themselves up into watertight 
compartments of civil, inechanical, elec- 
trical, heating, ventilating, plumbing, etc. 











Mr. Jefferiss Mathews, in his paper at the 
joint meeting, asked whether we must for- 
ever accept these separate specialist 
departments of engineering, but the engi- 
neers did not think that it would be pos- 
sible for one man to combine all this 
knowledge. Yet the architect is expected 
to know a great deal about them all in 
relation to his own work, and indeed he 
does, which is just as well. 

The more | think about the architect's 
achievement in this modern age of build- 
ing, the more do I find to admire. and 
the more do I feel justified in taking a 
little time off from the popular hobby of 
spotting the mistakes. to count the suc- 
cesses instead. 

Let us think for a moment of the archi- 
tect’s record of work in housing and slum 
clearance—my own pet subject, it is true. 
but all the more reason for speaking of it 
with knowledge. Before the war. only a 
very few architects were in control of 
housing design which was left for the 
most part in those days to the speculative 
builder. Yet since the war architects have 
tackled the biggest housing programme on 
record and they have brought both imagi- 
nation and ingenuity to the task of build- 
ing 300.000 and more dwellings a year. 
Over a million people a vear are housed 
at a standard they have not known before. 
and official architects at the Ministries 
have been responsible for producing excel- 
lent manuals on the subject as a guide to 
all others who build. The peak of the 
programme has now been passed, and 
speculative builders are once again pre- 
pared to build little palaces for suburban 
purses, but the architects have pioneered 
the way and popular taste has learned to 
know that there is something called 
‘ architect-designed ’ which is very much 
better than anything their fathers knew. 


A Look at the Schools 


And when the architect had looked at 
the new housing and seen that it was 
good, he said now let us look at the 
schools: there must be houses for the 
people to live in and there must also be 
schools for the children to be taught in. 
He took one look at the grim spectacle 
of our pre-war schools and said we must 
work hard and fast for the children are 
growing up and we have a iot of thinking 
and planning to do before we can start 
to build. So he set to work to tackle the 
problem from. first principles, guided by 
the Ministry of Education who were will- 
ing collaborators, and the result was an 
achievement in school building the like 
of which has not been seen before. 

Of all the contributions which the archi- 
tect has made to the process of post-war 
rehabilitation and socia! progress, I think 
this must certainly be his best, and the 
nation owes him a debt of gratitude for 
it. This fine work is still going on, and 
architects are now giving thought to the 
designing of blocks for the teaching of 
science where the imagination of potential 
scientists can be fired at an early age by 
the surroundings in which they are taught. 

But the architect’s contribution to the 
social scene did not stop with housing and 
schools. All the new building develop- 
ment had to have a setting and for the 
first time in the history of a country which 
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has never been able to boast of its town 
planning, architects set about this mighty 
problem with courage and skill. Our 
heritage has been one of straggling towns 
and villages developed in haphazard 
fashion, and we have built in the past 
where fancy has dictated. The devasta- 
tion of war gave us the opportunity to 
think afresh, and I expect most of us have 
in mind the experience of our honoured 
predecessor, Wren, who planned in vain 
for the City after the great fire of London 
in 1666. Commercial interests are very 
powerful in our great cities now as then. 
when the city of London became an over- 
grown village. As commerce increased, 
new and better building replaced the old, 
but still in the same spot, and land became 














so precious that not one square inch of 
space could be sacrificed. 

Even now we can See bjstory repeating 
itself, and planning schemes have again 
been sacrificed to the mighty god 
Mammon in commercial centres, but else- 
where in the country the story is a happier 
one and planning interests have prevailed. 
Green belts have curtailed the spread of 
towns: neighbourhood units with green 
wedges in between have prevented the 
solidification of our towns, and civic 
centres have been allotted proper pride 
of place. We saw a fine example of what 
architects have done in this respect in the 
setting for our Conference at Cardiff. 

Our New Towns alone are a national 
achievement which should weigh heavily 
on the credit side of the architectural 
balance sheet. The pioneering of Letch 
worth and Welwyn with their slow but 
determined plodding progress in the face 
of cynical Governmeygt and popular 
opinion has long been out-stripped by the 
Development Corporations of the New 
Towns, and the towns themselves are now 
almost complete and some of them ready 
to be handed over to local government. 
I hope that someone will see that the 
accomplishment is properly recorded for 
the benefit of posterity. 

In individual buildings we have 
Spence’s Cathedral, conceived by one 
architectural mind, Sydney Opera House, 
the UNO Building in New York, the 
American Embassy in Grosvenor-square, 
our new atomic power stations, the fine 
work done up and down the country by 
the Ministry of Works, the great office 
blocks in all our cities, to mention only 
a very few of the fine building achieve- 
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ments of our present day, conceived and 
executed by the same architects whose 
competence we are all so ready to deni- 
grate. [ am aware that none of these 
projects could have been brought to 
fruition without the able contribution of 
the engineer and builder, but it was the 
imagination, initiative, ingenuity and skill 
of the architect in the first place which 
gave them life. 

Undoubtedly, the architect at home can 
make his discoveries too, and if an en- 
forced spell of physical incapacity is 
necessary to arrive at a proper evaluation 
of the architect’s place in the building 
world, then I would wish all my con- 
fréres a similJar (but milder) attack of 
News of the Week 
RFAC Reject Cranbrook Plans 
ree plans for Cranbrook Rural 

Council’s new £40,000 offices have, 
for the second time, been rejected by the 
Royal Fine Art Commission. In a letter 
to the council, the Commission recog- 
nised the improvement that had been 
made in design, but did not feel that it 
was yet up to the standard required for 
its important position and its public 
function. They again expressed the 
view that the Council should appoint an 
architectural consultant. The Council, 
after discussion, decided to engage an 


independent architect, with their own 
architect acting as consultant. 


Projects and Fees 


AT A MEETING of Withernsea Council 
on September 14 the chairman of the 
Finance Committee, Cllr. K. Foster, 
stressed the need to obtain an estimate 
to ascertain whether a project was within 
their means before becoming involved in 
heavy professional costs. He referred to 
the schedule of accounts totalling £6,865 
approved by the Finance Committee 
which he said was £577 in excess of the 
schedule circulated to members. This 
represented an account for architects’ 
fees for a scheme to build 32 houses on 
the Lyndhurst Estate which had since 
been abandoned, and included also for 
payment was the figure of £694 for 
quantity surveyors’ fees, making a total 
of £1,271 in respect of professional fees 
incurred on an abortive scheme. 


RIBA Architecture Medal, E. Yorks

A HUNDRED YEARS AGO 
From The Builder of September 24, 1859 


THe Late Mr, I. K.’ BruNeL.—Our 
readers will have heard with great regret 
of the death of this eminent engineer, at 
the comparatively early age of 53. He 
was a man of wonderful energy and 
great fertility of resources. His death 
appears to have been hastened by over 
exertion and anxiety, to which, doubt- 
less, the Great Eastern contributed. His 
remains have been interred in Kensal 
Green Cemetery. 
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POWER STATION ON THE RIVER LOIRE 


A Well Designed and Compact Unit which Blends with its Surroundings 


T= new power station of Electricité 
de France at Grangent on the River 
Loire is intended primarily to produce 
energy from the 50 m. head of water 
created by a dam constructed across the 
river at this point. Its reservoir will also 
serve a recreational purpose and, in 
consequence, every effort has been made 
to retain the amenities of the area and 
to harmonise the plant with its surround- 
ings. 

Forming part of the overall Massif 
Central II hydro-electric scheme, the new 
project is located near to the confluence 
of the Loire with the Grangent before the 
former enters the plain of Forez. Here, 
where the river thrusts its way through 
granite gorges, the arch-type concrete 
barrage has been built that will impound 
some 57 million cu. m. of water. The 
reservoir is intended to be developed as a 
tourist centre and to provide facilities for 
such sports as swimming, sailing and 
fishing, especially for the people of 
Saint-Etienne, which is only about 10km 
distant. 

Placing the power station at the foot 
of the dam offered the advantage of 
shorter water supply conduits, but it 
would also have reduced slightly the head 
of water available and involved greater 
difficulty of access and of placing the 
machinery within the building. The final 
choice lay, therefore, in siting the power 
station building in a recess excavated 
from the side of the valley some hundreds 
of yards downstream of the dam. 

Small by comparison with many hydro- 
electric power generating stations, the 
Grangent building houses two main 
19,000 kVA turbines and two smaller 
auxiliary sets. It consists of a main nave 
accommodating the generator hall, a side 
aisle for the distribution room and a 
building for annexed services at the side 
of the main nave and designed as an 
extension to the distribution room. The 
terrace of the auxiliary services building 
also serves as a platform for the trans- 
former unit. The main structure is a 
steel frame shop and site welded with a 
few secondary connections being bolted 
on the site. 

Trusses running across the width of the 
building, spaced at 4.333 m. (14 ft. 23 in.) 
centres, create seven bays, while there is 
an additional bay 2.5 m. (8 ft. 2 in.) wide 
at the upstream end of the building. This 
last bay is used to provide longitudinal 
wind bracing. The span of the trusses 
is 13.40 m. (43 ft. 11 in.). Except in the 
wind-brace bay, the riverside elevation is 
entirely glazed with panes of * Securit’ to 
a height of 8.30 m. (27 ft. 3 in.) above 
floor level, affording a direct view on to 
the dam. Above the glazed section the 
riverside elevation is clad with a pressed 
steel fascia with bull’s eye openings. On 
the opposite side the long wall is entirely 
covered by a pressed steel fascia. This 
applies also to the upstream gable. 

Lengthwise, the trusses are connected 
by crane track beams running down each 
side of the building and supported by 


offsets. On the two beams which are 
designed as box girders an 80-metric-ton 
travelling crane is mounted. The lattice 
beam roof purlins are placed every 
2.75 m. (9 ft.) and 1.85 m. (6 ft.) alter- 
nately and their lower portion is designed 
to receive the sheet steel ceiling and the 
lighting panels, The pressed steel roof 
rests on the purlins and truss beams via a 
series of uprights, thus forming a self- 
supporting unit, These uprights vary in 
height to give the roof its pitch and are 
fixed to the purlins and rafters; they are 
inter-connected crosswise in the direction 
of the trusses by a ‘T’”’ section. 

A two-coat layer of bituminous felt 
ensures watertightness, while thermal 
insulation is provided by rock wool in 
the roof space between the double fascias. 

The distribution room and workshop 
is located behind the generator room and 
has a length corresponding to three of 
its bays. The downstream gable of this 
building is closed by ‘ Huguet-Tourne- 
mine’ type doors suspended from a box 
girder, which in turn is suspended from 
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the truss beam. The outside long wall 
of the distribution room is also formed 
of pressed steel fascias with an interspace 
of 300 mm. (1 ft.). 


M. Fernand Riehl was responsible for 
the architectural design of the project. 
The steelwork was designed and planned 
by Mr. Léon Karel Wilenko, consulting 
engineer, and the fabrication and erec- 
tion of the steelwork was in the hands 
of Forges et Ateliers de Construction 
Electrique de Jeumont.

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EVERYDAY THINGS 
By Arthur W. Kenyon, CBE. FRIBA 
XCII.—Graining 


NE of my early joys was to watch 
painters doing graining. There was 
a great deal of it done at one time and 
when, as an inquiring youth, I asked why, 
I was given the very good answer, be- 
cause it lasted longer than ordinary paint; 
and it did indeed seem to last for ever. 
When graining was re-done, everything 
was burnt off down to the bare wood, 
and it was a fascinating thing to watch 
both the burning off and the dexterity of 
the painter in producing almost a true 
likeness of the real wood. 

The earliest form of graining made its 
appearance in the early 19th century as 
an imitation of marble on plaster sur- 
faces, known as ‘marbling.’ This was 
followed by a similar attempt to produce 
the effect of the grain of the more pre- 
cious woods on painted wooden surfaces 
and this was sometimes described as 
* combing.” 

Graining was done after the woodwork 
had been painted with two or more 
coats, which were usually thick body coats 
to afford a good ground for ‘ combing.’ 
They were usually of a muddy yellow 
colour over which was apovlied a coat of 
oil paint of a brownish tone, rather 
thicker than usual. Whilst wet, this was 
scratched over by combs made of bone 
with blunt points of varying degrees of 
coarseness, leaving the ground coat visi- 
ble 

Painters were not satisfied. however, 
with straight graining, except on small 
surfaces, and they became very adept 
and ingenious in producing a fair copy 
of some of the beautiful grained timbers 
wita the aid of a cloth or leather. Oak 
was nerhaps the easiest to imitate because 
the flecks of the medullary rays could be 
picked out with a cloth over the thumb. 
Pollarded oak was very much imitated 
as this gave scope for the display of great 
skill in producing the effect of knots and 
shading them. Bird’s-eye maple was also 
a very popular prototype. ‘ Over-vein- 
ing’ was done by using a wide brush 
with long fine hairs dipped in transparent 
colour and dragged over the surface. 

The men who did this work undoub- 
tedly made a study of actual samples of 
the woods they copied in order to imitate 
the grain as faithfully as possible, and 
they also knew about the construction 
of panelling for they never failed to get 
the grain running in the right direction. 
Marbling required perhaps even more 
skill than graining as the veining had to 
be produced by colouring. 

When the paintwork was dry, varnish 
was applied. This required care and the 
use of good material. Finest copal var- 
nish was used for exterior work; copal 
oak varnish for interior graining and 
mahogany varnish for darker colours. 
Perhaps the quality of durability which 
made this work so popular was due to 
the thicker paint coats and the varnish- 
ing coats. Protection from dust, flies and 
moisture was necessary whilst the varnish 
was setting. A quick-drying varnish 
would set in about eight hours, but it 
took several days to become really hard. 


Today, many of these imitative effects 
are produced on paper by photographic 
processes, and so cleverly are they done 
that they defy detection by the average 
eye.

Although we do not like imitations, we 
must nevertheless acknowledge that con- 
siderably more skill was required of the 
painters in the period when graining was 
so popular than is required today in 
applying paint straight out of the can, and 
the variety of their work must have given 
the painter-grainers much satisfaction.

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OPPORTUNITIES IN THE NEW 
TOWNS 
A Need for Office Employment 


PENING the ten thousandth house 
built by the Crawley Development Cor- 
poration on September 5, Mr. Henry Brooke, 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
spoke of the necessity to attract more 
employment of the office type. 

‘I am sure it was right to build the New 
Towns, said Mr. Brooke, ‘they have suc 
cessfully attracted people and industries. 
Their outstanding need now is to attract 
more employment of the office type. Of 
course, with the mass of young people grow- 
ing up in them, they offer a magnificent 
opportunity for business firms that are clever 
enough to see and seize it.” 

‘Crawley will be the first of the New 
Towns to be finished, and therefore the first 
to be transferred for administration purposes 
to the Commission for the New Towns that 
will be set up under the 1959 Act. There 
will be a local committee established to man- 
age the 10,000 and more houses; we want 
local people brought into this.’ 


YOUTH AND SPORTS CENTRE 
Renewed Hope for Crystal Palace 


Venture 


Sir Isaac Hayward, Leader of the London 
County Council, has indicated that a start 
might be made on the proposed National 
Youth and Sports Centre at the Crystal 
Palace in the early summer of 1960. 

In an announcement on September 17, Sir 
Isaac said, ‘It is hoped that, with the easing 
of restrictions on capital expenditure of local 
authorities, and subject to agreement on the 
arrangements to be made for running the 
Centre, the LCC’s General Purposes and 
Finance Committees will find it possible 
before Christmas to recommend the Council 
to go ahead with its scheme for a National 
Youth and Sports Centre at the Crystal 
Palace. Tenders could be invited immedi- 
ately the Council’s approval was given and 
building work, which would take about 
three years, might then start in the early 
summer of 1960.’ 

The site of the centre includes the two old 
football pitches in the enclosed part of the 
Crystal Palace grounds, The Council is in 
touch with the clubs who have been using 
these pitches in order to give them the 
longest possible notice that they may have 
to make new arrangements for next season. 
In that event the Council would offer them 
whatever help it can. 

The LCC approved in principle the plan 
to provide a National Youth and Sports 
Centre at the Crystal Palace on November 
16, 1954. It was proposed that the centre 
would be run by the Central Council of 
Physical Recreation. A further report to 
the Council on June 19, 1956, left for future 
consideration the detailed arrangements for 
running the centre but the Council agreed 
that, meanwhile, working drawings should 
be prepared so that the Council could be 
ready to start building if so decided, as soon 
as economic circumstances permitted. The 
capital cost, which apart from the contribu- 
tion of £100,000 from the King George VI 
Foundation will be met by the LCC, was 
estimated at just over £2m. 





PRAGUE REVISITED 


Housing Centre Talk 


} ‘R. WALTER BOR, ARIBA, AMTPI, 
dealt with the architectural interest 
of Prague both before and since the war 
in an address given recently at the 
Housing Centre, 13 Suffolk-street. The 
talk was illustrated with lantern slides. 

“The three main parts of the historic core 
of Prague.’ said Mr. Bor, ‘were Hradcany 
Castle and town, the old town and the little 
town and each was a distinct and separate 
community. with its own _ precinctual 
character and scale. The old town had an 
intimate medieval pattern, the little town 
a larger Renaissance scale and the Hrad 
cany Castle grandiose dimensions. 

*Prague was a town of great character, 
with design in individual buildings as well 
as in grouping of buildings. The main con 
trasts in Wrague’s townscape were derived 
from the skilful exploitation of the river 
valley and the surrounding steep hills, which 
were either built up like an Italian hill 
town or were tree-topped and thickly 
planted. The result was a most dramatic 
contrast between compact building masses 
of hard stone and the informal, gentle spread 
of leafy greenery. 

‘Horizontal massing in Prague had many 
a vertical counterpoint of slender Gothic 
spires. Formality and informality often 
opposed each other in building groups. The 
grand formality of the Gothic Tyn Church 
or the serenity of the baroque church of St. 
Nicholas contrasted happily with the 
informal and intimate scale of the town 
houses nestling at their feet. Buildings of 
such varied periods as Romanesque, Gothic, 
Baroque and modern often stood in juxta- 
position and created the most delightful 
contrast.” 


Architectural Continuity 


After describing the chief features of the 
older and more modern buildings in Prague, 
Mr. Bor dealt with the architectural con 
tinuity of the city, remarking that Prague 
was a’city without gaps or holes. It had a 
continuous and lively pattern of individual 
buildings forming themselves into streets 
and squares. Where an opening occurred it 
took the form of a vast open space of the 
river or a_ tree-topped hill which then 
dramatically contrasted with the tightly-knit 
pattern of the built-up areas. Buildings of 
different periods and varying architectural 
treatment but unified by a common scale 
and regard for the neighbours, linked arms 
and created a unique visual architectural 
continuity throughout the town. 

Mr. Bor went on to point out that Prague 
was a city of 1,000 years of unbroken archi- 
tectural history. Unlike Rome, which was 
sacked many times, or London, whose 
medieval city perished in the Great Fire, or 
Warsaw, which was wiped out during the 
last war, Prague almost miraculously sur- 
vived the fire and sword of a millennium. 
The city’s architecture included outstanding 
examples from all major architectural 
periods—Romanesque, Gothic Renaissance, 
Baroque, classic and 20th century. 

Czech 20th century architecture, he said, 
developed up to World War II with great 
elan and a pioneering spirit of which the 
works of architects Kotera, Gocar, Janak, 
O. Novotny, Havlicek, Honzik and Krejcar 
were fine examples. These architects, 
inspired by Le Corbusier and Gropius, 
experimented with new materials and tech- 
niques and created new building forms. 

After the last war Czech architects had 
continued where they had left off, but after 
1947 a reorientation took place which 
attempted, but unsuccessfully (as was now 
freely admitted by every Czech architect Mr 
Bor had spoken to) to transform Czech 


architecture into a kind of socialist-realist 
architecture derived from the Soviet Union. 

This period, however, lasted only a few 
years and relatively little of that kind of 
architecture had been built so that the 
damage, at least to Prague (apart from the 
Stalin Memorial), was negligible. In the last 
year or two, after much heated discussion, 
the modern movement had gained ground 
again and would, in a modified form, eventu- 
ally triumph and carry on the best traditions 
of the 1,000 years of architectural continuity 
of the city. 

Mr. Bor summarised the present-day prob- 
lems of planning and building in Prague io 
be those of relieving housing shortage and 
overcrowding, transport congestion in the 
centre, the removal of nonconforming 
‘backyard’ industry and making good the 
deficiency of open space while preserving 
the historic core of the city

LONDON LOCAL GOVERNMENT 


Conservative Plan for Delegation of 
Powers to Metropolitan Boroughs 


EAL local government can be restored 
/to London only by removing from the 
London County Council most of its present 
duties and giving them to smaller authorities 
within its area. These smaller authorities 
should be the metropolitan boroughs, either 
as they are at present or after altering exist 
ing boundaries. the conclusion 
reached by the 32 Conservatives who form 
the opposition party on the LCC in a memo 
randum of evidence they have presented to 
the Royal Commission on 
ment in Greater London 

The two main criticisms of the LCC given 
in the memorandum are:—{1) ‘ The range 
and scope of the council's functions have 
grown to such an extent that its administra 
tion has become increasingly cumbersome 
and remote from the public it is intended to 
serve.” (2) ‘The volume of business is now 
so great that members of the council are 
increasingly unable to keep control of the 
general direction of policy.” 

The memorandum recommends, subject to 
certain exceptions, that education, housing, 
town-planning and welfare services should 
be removed from LCC contro] and handed 
to smaller authorities.

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TOWN PLANNING DECISIONS 
Industrial Development of Southall Site: 
Middlesex Development Plan Amended 


N appeal by the Associated Equipment 
Co., Ltd., against the refusal of the 
Southall BC., acting on behalf of the Middle- 
sex CC., to permit the erection, as an addition 
to their existing works, of (a) a new building 
for the inspection and despatch of vehicles, 
(b) a new office block, and (c) an extension 
to a stores building, on some 10 acres of 
land fronting Windmill-lane, Southall, has 
been allowed by the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government following a public inquiry 
conducted by his Inspector, Mr. D. F. Offord, 
AMICE, AMIMunE, AMTPI. 

On behalf of the appellants it was sub- 
mitted that the proposals under appeal, while 
at variance with the map forming part of 
the Middlesex development plan, were in 
accordance with the aim expressed in the 
Written Statement of providing sufficient land 
for industry remaining in the county ; other 
industry could not be placed on the appeal 
site. On its own merits the case for the 
development proposed was overwhelming, 
not only from the point of view of the 
company's well-being but also because of 
the national need for exports, to which an 
important contribution was made. 

For the County Council it was said that 
the appellants’ proposals were contrary both 
to the allocation of the land in the County 
Plan and to the policy for industry contained 
in the Written Statement. The policy of the 
County Council was to restrain any increase 
in the volume of industry. Southall was a 
part of the County where, because of the 
excessive demand for land, houses and ser- 
vices, it was also essential that existing 
industry should move out. In the develop- 
ment plan, as submitted to the Minister, 
about 33 acres of the appellants’ factory 
premises already developed were allocated 
for industry, together with the appeal site 
and adjoining car park totalling some eight 
acres, 

In approving the Development Plan, in 
1956, the Minister had reinforced the County 
Council’s industrial policy, and had reduced 
the acreage of industrial land by 209 acres; 
this area was re-allocated to purposes reflect- 
ing the predominant existing use, and the 
appeal site and adjoining land were affected 
by these modifications. The Minister had 
also added a provision to the effect that 
where vacant land adjoining factory premises 
had been allocated for open purposes the 
policy would be to retain such land in open 
use. The appeal! site was thus not available 
for further development. 

The Minister states, in the course of his 
decision, that he fully supporis the local 
planning authority's policy of restricting the 
growth of industry in Middlesex. This restric- 
tion is essential‘ to the proper planning of 
the County, since any increase in industrial 
development tends to increase the employ- 
ment potential and thus leads to demands for 
land for houses and services that cannot be 
met. It was for this reason that he consider- 
ably reduced the amount of land allocated 
tor industry when he approved the Develop- 
ment Plan. This action was, of course, taken 
without prejudice to the consideration of 
individual cases on their merits. In the 
present case he notes that, despite a sub- 


stantial increase in floor space in recent years, 
the Company’s labour force has, in fact, 
declined and that the increase resulting from 
the present proposal would be small. The 
proposed buildings are designed largely to 
relieve congestion and to secure a more 
efficient layout and would be carried out on 
land at present used for open storage. This 
land could, in the Minister’s view, be 
developed without serious prejudice to the 
Development Plan proposals. He has 
accordingly decided to allow the appeal and 
hereby grants permission for the erection of 
(i) an industrial building of 89,400 sq. ft. 
floor area for use for the inspection, storage 
and despatch of motor vehicles, (ii) the 
erection of a building of 26,000 sq. ft. floor 
area for use as offices and for administration 
purposes, and (iii) an extension building of 
25,620 sq. ft. floor area to provide storage 
space, on land at Windmill-lane, Southall, 
in accordance with the submitted plans. 

The Minister adds that while his decision 
is directed soleiy at the proposal at present 
before him, he fully supports the County 
Council's view that the appellants should 
consider decentralising their activities if any 
further expansion is contemplated. 


Building on East Molesey Site : Effect on 
Amenities : Consent for Smaller Number 
of Units 

HE proposed erection of a three-storey 

block of twenty flats and maisonettes, and 
garages, on land at the Vicarage, Arnison- 
road, East Molesey, permission for which 
had been refused by the Esher UDC, was the 
subject of a recent appeal before Mr. S. 
Stewart, MTPI, an Inspector appointed by 
the Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment. 

The appeal site, which has an area of about 
three-quarters of an acre, lies at the junction 
of Bridge-road and Arnison-road, East 
Molesey. The surrounding area is mainly 
residential, consisting of two and three-storey 
houses, a few in multiple occupation ; on the 
east side of Bridge-road, facing the site, is 
Kingfisher Court, comprising three-storey 
flats, covering several acres, and about 200 
ft. south of the site, at the end of Bridge 
gardens, is a small three-storey block of six 
flats. 

On behalf of the planning authority it was 
submitted that the density of the proposed 
development was too high having regard 
both to the character of the locality and to 
the provisions of the Development Plan 
generally. Permissions had already been 
given for development in Molesey, which 
would provide for a population figure well in 
excess of the target proposed in the Develop- 
ment Plan, and it was necessary to limit any 
further increase of population in order to 
avoid encroachment on land in the Green 
Belt for the provision of schools and other 
services. 

The site density would be 92 persons per 
acre as compared with 75 at Kingfisher Court 
and 72 for proposed flats at the junction of 
Wolsey-road with Bridge-road. A_ three- 
storey building, would, in their opinion, be 
inappropriate on the appeal site, which was 
surrounded mainly by two-storey develop- 
ment, and the proposal would over-develop 
the site to the detriment of the amenities of 
adjoining residential properties. 

The appellant contended that the Develop- 
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ment Plan population figures were based on 
inaccurate forecasts, and he stressed the need 
to develop sites in the built-up area of the 
urban district in the most economic way in 
order to meet the need for housing. The 
density of the proposed development was 
not very different from that of the other 
blocks of flats in the vicinity, which at King- 
fisher Court was 75 persons per acre and at 
Bridge Gardens 90 persons per acre, while 
the proposed flats at the corner of Wolsey- 
road would be at a density of about 75 
persons per acre. Owing to the nature of 
its surroundings, houses on the site would 
have to sell at under £3,000 and might there- 
fore be detrimental to the neighbouring 
houses, whereas flats selling at such a figure 
could be of a higher standard. The develop 
ment close to the appeal site, in Bridge-road, 
was predominantly three-storey and the 
Council had only recently approved the 
three-storey block of flats at the corner of 
Bridge Gardens. 

He was prepared to reduce the number of 
units to eighteen. Several local residents 
supported the local planning authority. 

In his report to the Minister the Inspector 
expressed the view that the proposal con- 
flicted with the density and population pro- 
visions of the Development Plan and that 
no arguments had been advanced to show 
that the Plan should be al! He pointed 
out that if flats were allowed on similar sites 
in the district the Development Plan would 
be prejudiced, not only in its housing pro- 
posals but also with regard to the provision 
of schools, open spaces, industry and roads. 
He also considered that development at the 
density proposed would be prejudicial to the 
amenities of the surroundirg houses, and 
recommended that the appeal be dismissed 

The Minister, in the course of his decision, 
states that he appreciated the Council's con- 
cern to preserve the balance between the 
population figure and the provision of ser 
vices and to ensure that further increases of 
population did not lead to sacrificing land in 
the Green Belt for additional services. 
Nevertheless, he does not think it reasonable 
to insist on low density development irrespec 
tive of the character of surrounding buildings 
merely in order to keep the population of the 
urban district in check, and, having regard 
to other three-storey development in this part 
of Bridge-road, he has concluded that a 
three-storey building would not be inappro- 
priate on this land. He considers, however, 
that the erection of a block containing as 
many as 18 or 20 units, as proposed, would 
come too close to the houses in St. John’s 
road. A smaller building containing 12 units, 
if carefully sited, should not have an adverse 
effect on those houses, neither need it be 
regarded as a precedent for similar deve!op- 
ment on land in the residential area to the 
west. 

The Minister has accordingly decided to 
allow the appeal to the extent that he grants 
permission for the erection of a three-storey 
block of twelve flats and maisonettes on the 
site shown on the submitted plans, and the 
erection of twelve domestic garages on the 
land in question, subject to the siting, size, 
design and external appearance of the build 
ings and the means of access thereto being 
agreed with the local planning authority

NEW SOUTH WALES 
Case Decided by Privy Council 


From a Legal Correspondent 

N interesting case for builders has 

recently come to the Privy Council 
on appeal from the New South Wales 
Supreme Court and is reported as Com- 
missioners of Railways v. Avrom Invest- 
ments Property Ltd. The Commissioners 
owned an estate for which they had a 
liquor licence and sought tenders to build 
an hotel at a cost of at least £150,000. 
Negotiations took place and the Com- 
missioners agreed to construct the steel 
columns and do the excavation work in 
respect of the proposed building at a cost 
of £109,134 Ss. 9d. 

After certain difficulties with the licens- 
ing court the position was complicated 
further by the control of building in 
November, 1940, which only came to an 
end in September, 1952. By this time 
prices had risen and it would be clear 
that the cost would exceed £150,000. In 
fact in 1954 the defendants obtained the 
approval of the plaintiffs for plans which 
related to development of two-thirds of 
the site, instead of the whole site as 
originally contemplated, but the lowest 
tender was for £525,881, which was more 
than was anticipated. 

In 1956 the defendants engaged a new 
architect who prepared what are referred 
to as the 1956 plans. The cost was 
estimated at £420,000 and comprised 76 
bedrooms, a public bar lounge and a 
coffee lounge with a shopping court on 
each side of a lane. The plaintiff was 
not prepared to agree to the 1956 plans, 
pointing out that £109,134 had been spent 
on columns and substructure necessary 
for a building which would occupy sub- 
stantially the whole of the land, which 
was the subject of the lease, and the 
present site of the building would only 
occupy one-third as opposed to the two- 
thirds of the site in the 1954 plans. 

Despite this, the defendant entered into 
a building contract and obtained approval 
of plans from the City of Sydney and 
gave notice to the plaintiff that he pro- 
posed to apply to the licensing court. 
Thereupon the plaintiff began proceed- 
ings for an injunction. 

The contention of the plaintiff was, 
that the defendants were not entitled to 
build except in accordance with plans and 
specifications approved by themselves as 
lessors and therefore they were entitled 
to an injunction to prevent the defendants 
from so doing and also, that under the 
terms of the lease the defendants were 
bound to erect the building approved by 
the lessor in 1954. 

The decision was that there was no 
such approval of the 1954 plans to pre- 
clude the submission of further plans for 
consideration. Clause 4 of the agreement 
although it gave the lessor ‘an absolute 
discretion ’ in relation to approval by the 
lessor was subject to the words ‘ and not- 
withstanding anything hereinbefore con- 
tained the building, design plan and 
specification of the said building shall be 
subject to the reasonable requirement of 
the lessor.’ This was interpreted to mean 


that the discretion must be exercised 
reasonably. 

So far as the 1956 plans were concerned 
their refusal was not reasonable, as these 
plans had considerable advantages over 
those approved in 1954. In these circum- 
stances, as consent was unreasonably 
withheld, the lessee could proceed with 
building subject to any statutory ap- 
provals of authorities required. 


BASIC MATERIALS 
Slight Rise in Building Price Index 


HE basic materials index rose by 0.9 per 
cent in August, mainly owing to 
increases in price of 10 per cent for raw 
rubber and 8 per cent for raw wool. Prices 
of copper, linseed oil and zinc also increased 
appreciably. The increased prices of rubber 
and copper were reflected in the indices of 
materials and fuel used by the mechanical 
engineering and electrical machinery indus- 
tries, which rose by 0.6 per cent and 0.5 
per cent respectively. 

The August wholesale price index issued 
by the Board of Trade for all building and 
civil engineering materials at 144.8 is 0.1 
higher than the figure for the previous 
month. The house-building materials index 
for August at 143.5 is also 0.1 higher than 
the previous month (June 30, 1949= 100),

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ISLE OF MAN BUILDERS 
Private Enterprise Employment 
Scheme Criticised 

IN THEIR ANNUAL repert, the Council for 
the Registration of Builders and Apprentices 
in the building trade in the Isle of Man 
criticise the private enterprise employment 
scheme of the Manx Government, and is of 
the opinion that it should be discontinued. 

Contending that the scheme has caused 
much unrest both between employers and 
craftsmen, especially where direct labour 
was concerned, the report states that ‘the 
private enterprise scheme could cut right 
across legitimate trading. It is suggested 
that a more able scheme would be one that 
would enable the local builder to keep his 
employees in full employment, or at least 
for a period from October to May. This 
would also be of considerable benefit to 
householders and to apprentices, and would 
be an incentive to youths to enter building 
trades, since continuity of apprenticeship 
would be ensured.” 

During the year, the report continues, they 
received several complaints of building work 
being done at cheap rates. They felt that 
this undercutting in the industry was very 
serious, as it could undermine the whole 
scheme of registration. It was impossible 
to keep fair wages clauses and working 
hours if such undercutting continued, and 
they intended to take drastic steps to wipe 
out unfair competition wherever possible 

Inspection of Books 

The report reveals that it was necessary 
during the year for the secretary to accom 
pany the Local Government’s senior archi 
tect to inspect the wages books of a firm 
where it had been alleged the fixed rate of 
pay was not being paid. It was also agreed 
by the Council that the secretary should 
inspect wages books wherever they thought 
fit from time to time 

“It is pleasing to report,’ say the Council, 
‘that no exception has been taken by firms, 
because they are in full co-operation with 
the Council in every way that may help to 
stamp out undercutting in the building 
industry.” 

The Council state that they would like to 
see every apprentice, irrespective of his trade, 
being bound down by an indenture, and they 
regret that there is no penalty to meet the 
case of an unregistered builder who declined 
to send his apprentice to the classes. Since 
the commencement of the registration 
schemes over 200 youths had been. placed 
in employment in England and Scotland, and 
nearly 600 youths had been placed by the 
Council to other trades.

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SAFETY TRAINING COURSE 
Civil Engineers Create Precedent 
HE first ever civil engineering safety 
training course was held at the Birming- 
ham Industry Safety Training Centre early 
this month. Mr. W. G. Mitchell, chairman 
of the Safety Committee of the Federation 
of Civil Engineering Contractors, said that 
it was hoped that the courses would help to 
reduce the accident rate. In the drive for 
safety, the key personnel were the men in 
charge of gangs on site and it was for these 
men that the course was primarily intended. 
After the legal provisions and require- 
ments for safety on works of engineering 
construction had been explained by Mr. 
Christie of the Factory Inspectorate, students 
listened to a talk by Mr. Short, also of the 
Factory Inspectorate, on prevalent causes of 
accidents. Mr. Grayley, of G. Percy Trent- 
ham, Ltd., then spoke on the need for site 
tidiness. Illustrating the importance of de- 
nailing and stacking timber shuttering pro- 
perly after it had been stripped, Mr. Grayley 
reported a case where a man had punctured 
his right foot on a nail on a Friday and had 
then punctured his left foot on the same nail 
on the following Monday. General site 
tidiness, including keeping walkways and 
gangways clear and free from obstructions, 
stacking materials in an orderly fashion and 
de-nailing timber, was probably the biggest 
single factor in safety, said Mr. Grayley. 


Working at Heights 

A talk on providing safe means of access 
and safe working conditions at heights was 
described by Mr. D. Ferguson of the Factory 
Inspectorate, who was able to illustrate his 
points by showing the students some staging 
especially erected by Robert M. Douglas 
(Contractors) Ltd., giving access to some 
Rapid Metal Developments formwork. 

The various causes of electrical accidents 
were described by Mr. Tablin of the Elec- 
tricity Council. He recommended a 110-volt 
centre-tapped supply for hand tools and a 
25-volt centre-tapped supply for hand lamps 
and described how accidents happened 
through defective cables and tools and 
through tampering with switchboards. Re- 
ferring to accidents involving overhead lines, 
he emphasised that, with high voltages, 
electricity would are several feet between 
the line and a crane jib, causing an accident 
without there being actual contact. He 
strongly advised contractors working in the 
vicinity of overhead lines to get in touch 
with their local electricity board for advice. 

The prevalence of accidents in many 
industries, including civil engineering, arising 
out of the manual lifting and carrying of 
loads, was the subject of a talk by Mr. 
Hughes of Tube Investments Limited. He 
showed how objects could be lifted with less 
effort and with much less risk of injury by 
using the legs and not the back. 

Mr. Humberstone of the Midland 
Employers Mutual Assurance Company 
said that the humanitarian aspect of safety 
was obvious. Accident prevention was also 
sound business. In 1957 civil engineering 
and building contractors had spent about 
£100m. on insurance premiums. The hidden 
cost of accidents, representing loss of pro- 
duction, extra overheads, and so on, was, 
however, far greater, being in the ratio of 
about 4:1 to insurance premiums. 


The course ended with a talk on site 
relations by Mr. J. A. Hayward, Safety 
Officer of John Laing & Son, Limited. He 
emphasised how important it was for super- 
visors to give clear instructions to their men 
and to make sure that their instructions were 
understood. ‘Safety,’ said Mr. Hayward, 
is a matter of leadership, supervision and 
discipline. Accidents arise through faults 
of persons giving rise to unsafe acts and 
conditions. By removing the faults of 
persons, the unsafe acts and conditions will 
also be removed.’ 

The course is being repeated at Birming- 
ham in October and will also be held at the 
Enfield Training Centre in October. 


DIRECT LABOUR 


MoHLG Concessions to Direct 
Labour Departments 

AS A RESULT of a circular issued to local 
authorities which operate Direct Labour 
Departments, the direct works departments 
of local authorities will be allowed by the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Government 
to negotiate in future two housing contracts 
after each one of a substantial size which 
they win by open competitive tender. Salford 
Corporation’s direct works department 
recently sent a deputation to discuss the mat- 
ter with Mr. Brooke, the Minister, who has 
since visited Salford. 

Commenting on the decision on September 
16 (states the Manchester Guardian) Coun- 
cillor B. Birchall, chairman of the direct 
works committee, said that it had now more 
than 470 employees and continuity of work 
was essential to the department's economy. 
The only satisfactory way to make certain 
of continuity was to be able to negotiate con- 
tracts with the housing committee, but when 
two small contracts were negotiated the 
Minister refused loan sanction and insisted 
that all jobs must go out to open tender. 
This had led to the deputation. 


Protest by Painters’ President 

Tue use of direct labour on painting and 
general building by local authorities was a 
deplorable waste of public money, declared 
Cllr. Eric F. Oppy, President, at the National 
Federation of Master Painters and Decora- 
tors’ Conference at Harrogate on Septem- 
ber 16. As long as it went unchallenged by 
the ratepayers it would go on. 

He said, ‘The Board of Trade census 
shows that between 1955 and 1957 the out- 
put per person employed in the building and 
contracting establishments rose from 25 per 
cent to 36 per cent higher than that of an 
employee in a local authority direct labour 
department, Despite this relative inefficiency 
of direct labour, the number of operatives 
employed by local authorities increased in 
the last few years by 24,000 and now stands 
at 368,000.’ Yet the indiscriminate use of 
direct labour was continued by some coun- 
cils, he declared. Their reasons were 
irrelevant to economy and efficiency. They 
should test the market periodically by requir- 
ing the direct works departments to tender 
in competition with private contractors.

Forestry Commissioners’ Report 


The Annual Report of the Forestry Com- 
missioners, for the year ending September 
30, 1958, published by HMSO, price 5s., 
includes proposals for the Commission's 
planting programme for the first five years 
of the decade 1958-68.

Lively Discussion at Central Area No. I Event 


BRAINS Trust held under the 

auspices of Central Area No. 1 of 
the London Master Builders’ Association, 
on June 10, at Derry and Toms Restau- 
rant, Kensington, consisted of the follow- 
ing members: Messrs. Ian M. Leslie 
OBE (Editor of The Builder), question 
master; E. D. Jefferiss Mathews, OBE, 
FRIBA; R. T. James, MInstCE, consult- 
ing engineer; Gordon L. Coates, FRICS, 
quantity surveyor; and W. T. Tompkins 
(Rush and Tompkins Ltd.). Our report, 
delayed by the printing dispute, now 
follows : 

Q.—/t must be obvious to the Panel that 
contractors today are submitting tenders 
well and truly below net cost, May we have 
their views on this, and does the team con- 
sider that a lot more importance should be 
attached to training the building estimator? 

A.—Mr. TOMPKINS said the question im- 
plied that everyone knew what cost was, but 
that was not so. He agreed that many 
present-day quotations were too low. In 
some measure the building estimator was to 
blame, but he could only be guided by the 
costs provided for him by his office. Even 
when one had accurate labour costs they 
must be interpreted according to the parti- 
cular job. He agreed that prices today were 
too low. 

Mr. Coates thought the training of build- 
ing estimators was a matter for the con- 
tracting firms. He could not see why costs 
were so low at the moment, because there 
did seem to be a lot of work about. At 
lunch someone had remarked that these 
things go in cycles and there might soon be 
an upward curve again. He would not be 
sorry to see prices get on to a rather more 
realistic basis. 

Mr. JEFFERISS MATHEWS deprecated the 
blaming of the building estimator for low 
quotations. If builders were given a really 
accurate set of drawings this would lead to 
an accurate set of working accounts and 
thus in turn to more accurate estimating. 
Then it was up to the builders to say whether 
the price was going to be the right one or 
not. 


Forms of Contract 


Q.—The RIBA and the NFBTE are the 
recognised authorities for the RIBA standard 
form of contract. Would the Brains Trust 
agree that this contract should be the only 
one used by local authorities and that it 
should be impossible for any particular 
council to vary its general conditions, with- 
out reference to and agreement with the 
Joint Contracts Tribunal? 

A.—Mr. JEFFERISS MATHEWS observed 
that the policy of the RIBA was very defi- 
nite on this. They did not like the standard 
form of contract to be altered. They were 
constantly trying to bring this home to those 
local authorities and some large industries 
who tried to improve on the contract but 
only made it more complicated. 

Mr, JAMES Said it seemed to be summed 
up in the RIBA contract that the contractor 
must do what the architect told him to do. 
He thought the standard form contained too 
many indefinite things rather badly wrapped 


up in words. The whole thing needed look- 
ing at again by the building industry and the 
RIBA together. 

Mr. TOMPKINS thought the RIBA contract 
was a fair one, Something could also be 
said for county council contracts, It was 
the sort of contract which the local town 
clerk drew up without any special knowledge 
of the trade that caused trouble. 

Mr. Coates said the RIBA_ contract 
seemed to be generally approved. But it was 
no secret that it was under review and that 
a revised edition would be forthcoming in 
the not very distant future, Perhaps it would 
clarify one or two points that needed clari- 
fying. It was essential for the RIBA form 
to be used whenever possible. County and 
local authorities should use it, because then 
everybody would know where they were. 

Mr. LESLIE commented that the team’s 
views on the RIBA contract seemed to be 
like the schoolboy’s remark about a head- 
master of Uppingham—‘a beast, but a just 
beast.” 


Engineers’ Staff Architects 


Q.—What is the Brains Trust's opinion on 
contracting firms employing their own engi- 
neering and architectural staff? Do they 
think this leads to speedier and more econo- 
mical building? 

A.—MkR. JEFFERISS MATHEWS thought that 
this depended solely on the quality of the 
men builders employed by those capacities. 
The whole essence of consultant work was 
that your stock in trade was more or less 
that you were supposed tc be better at the 
job than the next man. You were disin- 
terested as far as construction was concerned. 
He could see no object in contractors having 
their own designers. 

Mr. Coates said the question rather 
smacked of package design, a system 
whereby contracting firms had their own 
architectural and engineering staff and could 
supply the whole of the ‘goods’ without 
recourse to the outside professional men. It 
was a matter of degree, according to the size 
of the firm. It behoved the larger contractors 
to have a modicum of architectural and 
engineering staff in their organisation, 
because certain problems might arise which 
it would be better for the contractors’ own 
staff to deal with, but whether it was a good 
thing for contractors to have a staff to pro- 
duce a package scheme without outside 
professional assistance was too big a subject 
to discuss at that moment. 

The package deal system was growing and 
was very prevalent in North America, said 
Mr. TompPKINs. Neither was it rare over 
here, because every speculative builder who 
built and sold a house produced a package 
deal, The growth of the system was in some 
measure the responsibility of the architect. 
In this country architects were rather too 
professional in their dealings with clients, 
who were usually commercial men. The 
package deal did at least provide a measure 
of co-ordination between the architect, engi- 
neer and builder which we seemed to have 
lost in this country. It should be possible 
in package deals to have the advice of com- 
petent architects and engineers who were not 
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necessarily employed by the builder but who 
were perhaps engaged as consultants. 

If the package deal systern was to be deve- 
loped to any extent in this country, said Mr. 
JEFFERISS MATHEWS, speaking again, both 
the architect and engineer within the pack 
age must have the right status. He deplored 
ccentracting firms giving the architect very 
little scope and then expecting him to pro- 
duce an adequate design. The package deal 
was not the complete answer, only the 
answer in certain circumstances, There must 
remain in the building industry independent 
architects and consultants free to act purely 
in a consultative capacity. 


Trend Away from Package Deals 


Finally, Mr. Jefferiss Mathews said there 
was now a trend away from the use of the 
package deal in America and he thought that 
after a period the same thing would happen 
over here. 

Q.—Should not the quantity surveyors be 
responsible for the certification of all sums 
due under a contract, including the final 
account? 

A.— Mr, JEFFERISS MATHEWS thought not. 
If the suggestion were adopted the industry 
would be moving towards the package deal 
again. It would only add to the confusion 
of the building owner, who appointed the 
architect and considered him the leader of 
the building team, with the ultimate respon- 
sibility for the right payment by the building 
owner, If the complexities of the job were 
such that an expert had to be hired to advise 
the architect, the architect, if that man proved 
wrong, should still ‘carry the can.’ 

Mr. TOMPKINS said that in fact quantity 
surveyors did certify money on behalf of the 
architect. He assumed there had been a 
case where the quantity surveyor had certi- 
fied moneys which the architect had since 
altered. That might have been for a very 
good reason. If the architect altered the 
certificate in such a case he should give a 
just and proper reason for doing so. 

Mr. CoaTEs pointed out that the quantity 
surveyor usually recommended to the archi- 
tect that certain sums should be paid to the 
contractor, but he agreed that it would be 
wrong for the quantity surveyor actually to 
do the certification. It must be taken into 
account that not only the quantity of the 
work done but its quality had to be assessed. 
In 999 cases out of 1,000 the architect would 
accept the quantity surveyor’s recommenda- 
tion. 

Q.—Can an electronic computor be 
designed for builders’ estimates and will this 
machine cope with the variations necessary 
for the idiosyncracies of the architect, quan- 
tity surveyor, structural engineer, building 
owner and builder? 

A.—Mr. Coates gave an emphatic nega- 
tive answer to this question. Mr. TOMPKINS 
said his firm had had many discussions on 
such a subject and their secretary thought a 
small machine could be made to do the 
work. One would feed cards into this 
machine which gave units out, but he had 
yet to find a machine which would give 
information on the state of the clerk of the 
works’ liver at any time! 

Q.—What suggestions have the Brians 
Trust to offer for reducing the accident rate 
in the building industry? 

A.—Mr. TOMPKINS pointed out that a 
number of inspectors had been appointed 
by the Government to go round building 
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sites and they had advised that more scaffold- 
ing should be put up and so on, but the only 
result seemed to be that the men grew more 
careless and the number of accidents had 
grown. It seemed to him that the less scaf- 
folding you had the fewer the accidents 

Mr. JAMES spoke of the many small things 
that were left lying about sites and thought 
the chief remedy against accidents was more 
tidiness on the Agreeing with Mr. 
Tompkins, MR JEFFERISS MATHEWS 
described how a factory inspector had 
required that a hole which had become a lift 
shaft should be fenced round, with a little 
gate, but the man put in charge opened the 
gate and fell down the hole! Mr. Coates 
suggested more use of the placard system, 
similar to that being employed in the road 
safety campaign. On a job he wisited 
recently only a quarter of the men were 
wearing safety helmets. He suggested a 
placard with a slogan like: * The better 
workman expects a brick on his head. Wear 
a safety helmet.’ 

Q.—Do the panel consider that a set of 
uniform, nationwide building by-laws or 
regulations should replace the present sys- 
tem of locally-made by-laws ? 

A.—-Mnr. JaMes was not sure whether this 
would be a good thing. Conditions in a big 
city were often very different from those in 
a place, say, like Watford or further out of 
London. There might be certain things 
which could be made uniform for the whole 
country but, for instance, a large factory in 
a small town or in the country should not 
be subject to the same by-laws as one in a 
densely populated place.

thought uniformity would 
present considerable difficulty in practice, 
and Mr. TompkKINS testified to the great 
variation in by-laws throughout the coun 
try Some uniformity would be useful, 
especially if it resulted in fewer by-laws 
Mr. JerreRiss MATHEWS advocated an 
effort to make uniform the model by-laws 
which more and more local authorities are 
adopting. He also thought it would be pos 
sible without difficulty to produce one set 
of standard by-laws for the open site and 
another set for the fully urbanised site. One 
trouble was that changes in building tech- 
niques and materials would move faster than 
the production of uniform by-laws 

Mr. Les.ie said one view that had been 
put forward was that by-laws should lay 
down standards of performance rather than 
of materials or methods.

Brick Shortages 

Q.—Members of the team will be aware 
that there is currently a serious shortage of 
bricks. Will the team indicate what in their 
opinion are the causes of these recurrent 
shortages in basic materials and also provide 
any suggestions for avoiding them in the 
future? 

A.—Mr, TOMPKINS gave some interesting 
information about the brick supply situa- 
tion in his answer. The chairman of the 
London Brick Company had told him that 
his company’s production capacity was only 
about 2,000m. bricks a year, whereas they 
were receiving orders at the rate of over 
6,000m. bricks a year. The output of the 
whole country was only 6,000m. bricks a

Mr. James thought the industry would 
have to find alternative materials MR 
JEFFERISS MATHEWS expressed the view that 
it was fortunate that not all building 
being done to-day was in orthodox bricks 
and, with regard to the causes of the present 
brick shortage, said every Government, when 
it got into a financial jam, turned to the 
building industry as the first means of 
adjusting the position, but the building 
industry could not be turned on and off like 
a tap with impunity To con 
trolling factor in regard to national expendi- 
ture was a delicate operation from which the 
industry could not recover quickly 

Mr. TomMPKINS said that the London 
Brick Company were opening new kilns and 
installing new equipment which would in- 
crease their output, also many of the smaller 
works shut down through the credit squeeze 
would shortly open up again. The type of 
brick which was most scarce was the Fletton 

Mr. Lesiit remarked that at Greenford 
that morning the Minister had said that the 
position would be easier by Christmas 

Q.—Do the team consider that the wages 
structure of the building industry should be 
overhauled so as to make it the best-paid 
industry in the country, in the hope that by 
attracting the best type of men it will pro- 
duce efficiency and comparable 
with the conditions ruling in the USA? 

A.—Mr. JeEFFERISS MATHEWS said the 
industry had got into the position where 
there was not enough differential between 
the payment made to the labourer and that 
paid to the craftsman, therefore there was 
not enough inducement to be a craftsman 
He thought the trade unions did see that, 
but they were very much in a jam. 

Mr. Coates said the industry's wages 
structure was so closely linked with the cost 
of building that it was difficult to see how 
wages could be increased. If it were possible 
to increase wages he thought that, as the 
employers had such a high regard for the 
skilled men, they would be better paid. He 
spoke of the uncomfortable conditions in 
which skilled building trade workers worked 
and observed that in view of the comfort- 
able conditions in which many less skilled 
men were engaged in factories it was a 
wonder that anybody came into the building 
industry. 

Mr. James agreed that the differential 
between the skilled and unskilled workman 
was far too small. 

Mr. TOMPKINS Said the national contrac- 
tors’ group had been pressing for some time 
for the LMBA to have something done 
about this, but the unions were in a cleft 
stick, because they knew that their labourers, 
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the biggest proportion of their membership, 
would be against it. In North America the 
gap between payment of the skilled and un- 
skilled workers was about 40 per cent but 
in England it was only about 8 or 9 per 
eent. But in considering wages there was 
rather an inclination to think only of the 
basic rate, whereas a man often earned 20 
to 25 per cent more than that. If wages 
went up too much labcur would become 
too expensive and the industry would have 
to be mechanised much more than it was 
today 

Q.—-What is the opinion of the team as 
to the rival merits of seeking tenders by 
advertisement or confining invitations to a 
limited number of contractors from a 
selected list? 

A.—Mr. Coates expressed the view that 
if a job was ‘any size at all’ it was the 
worst possible course to put it out to open 
competition. There should be a list of 
selected tenderers, so that you would have 
competition right from the start. With open 
competition you got firms tendering that 
were not able to cope with the size of the 
job. 

Messrs. JEFFERISS MATHEWS and JAMES 
agreed with this view, but Mr. TOMPKINS 
thought this would be a little hard on the 
smaller man who was trying to make his 
way. He suggested that tenders should be 
advertised, but if it was a job of some mag- 
nitude it should be a condition that a sub- 
stantial sum of money be deposited by the 
tenderer, which would be forfeited if the 
tender was withdrawn. 

Q.—Many local authorities carry out 
building work by direct labour. In theory 
direct labour departments tender for such 
work on the same basis as ordinary contrac- 
tors, but will the team agree that in practice 
this cannot be so, e.g. in the case of firm 
price tenders? 

A.—Mr. James thought there was no 
reason why a builder who knew his job 
could not put in a tender to do the same 
job at a competitive price compared with the 
price for direct labour. 

Mr. TOMPKINS believed a case was about 
to come into the open concerning a certain 
local authority which had sought tenders 
for a job, waited until they were all received 
and then put in their own price for a direct 
labour contract. But many local authorities 
with direct labour departments tender 
properly against the private builder. He 
wondered whether in, say, the borough 
engineer's department of an authority having 
a direct labour department, a lot of the costs 
which would normally be taken into account 
were not ‘swallowed’ in putting forward 
a tender for a job. 

Mr. Coates said the operation of a direct 
labour department, as regards costs, was 
always wrapped up in mystery. He was a 
little distrustful of the comparative costs as 
between a direct labour department and an 
outside firm. 

Mr. JeFFERISS MATHEWS was of the 
opinion, from his experience, that big indus- 
trial firms, in submitting tenders for 
specialist work, such us electrical installation, 
included more costs than a direct labour 
department. He was sure the latter’s tenders 
were not properly costed and if their true 
costs were written into their tenders the 
private builder would defeat them on price 
every time. In general, the direct labour 
principle was not a good one. 
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Proposed Shop on Trunk Road: Traffic 
Difficulties 


ERMISSION to erect a two-storey shop 

building at High-street, Gosforth, has 
been refused by the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government, on appeal. The appeal 
site adjoins the southern end of a row of 
shops on the east side of Gosforth High- 
street, part of trunk road A.1, about 24 
miles north of the centre of Newcastle upon 
Tyne, 

The Inspector, in his report to the Mini- 
ster, agreed with the appellant’s contention 
that the County Hotel was the logical end 
of the shopping zone and that the present 
proposal was consequently infilling. Never- 
theless, he thought traffic conditions in the 
High-street were such that the appeal ought 
to be dismissed on these grounds alone, It 
was clear, he thought, that the underlying 
factor was the mixed uses which were made 
of an overcrowded stretch of road and that 
any development which added to them 
would add to the number of opportunities 
for accidents. He thought that any shop on 
this site would increase the risks on an over- 
loaded highway and that no undertaking 
that could be required from the Co-opera- 
tive Society could overcome the objections to 
the proposal, 

The Minister states that he has carefully 
considered the Inspector’s report. He agrees 
that but for the traffic objections, and the 
improvement line, the project would seem to 
be a normal and natural redevelopment of 
the site. But he thinks these objections too 
serious to be ignored. The Inspector had 
pointed out that this is a street of mixed 
uses, It is, in fact, a main traffic route and 
a shopping street—two users which are basic- 
ally incompatible. The Council's policy in 
the fact of this problem is to discourage any 
more shopping in the High-street and to 
assign a new area for shopping away from 
the main traffic routes. It is a policy which 
in principle unquestionably deserves the 
Minister’s support. The only question here 
is whether it should apply to the present 
application. The Minister has carefully con- 
sidered the question and has decided that it 
should, The proposal is not only shopping 
development but development of a sort 
which would attract a considerable amount 
of pedestrian traffic as well as waiting 
vehicles. The Minister feels obliged to 
agree with the local authority that it is 
against the interests of traffic safety to per- 
mit such development on this road and that 
this consideration must outweigh any argu- 
ment which rests on the present character of 
the area and the nature of the buildings near 
the appeal site. He has accordingly decided 
to dismiss the appeal. 


Introduction of Bank 
Area : 


into Shopping 
Effect on Trade and Property 
Values 


N application for permission to change 
the use of the ground-floor and base- 
ment of premises in Granby-street, Leicester, 
from a retail sales shop to a bank has been 
rejected by the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government on appeal, 

In his Report to the Minister the Inspec- 
tor recommended that a referendum initiated 
by the Leicester City Council to ascertain the 
views of local traders should not be allowed 
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to influence the decision. He remarked that, 
in his view, the introduction of a building 
designed on the lines normally associated 
with a bank would not disrupt the visual 
amenities of the locality. He felt, however, 
that the possible effect of the proposed 
development on trade and property values 
was an important consideration which had 
to be taken into account. Obviously the 
number of shoppers patronising any 
thoroughfare and consequently the volume 
of business transacted was directly related 
to the continuity, attractiveness and illumina 
tion of window displays. If there were a 
break of any magnitude in this continuity 
the public would avoid the spot and, to a 
lesser degree, those shops in the immediate 
vicinity. He agreed that the proposed 
development would create a “dead” spot, 
particularly after the bank was closed to the 
public, and would also check the recent trend 
towards increasing the status of the area as 
a major shopping cenire. He did not over- 
look the appellants’ statement to the effect 
that the bank might well be illuminated 
after closing hours but he could not imagine 
any compromise which would enable the pre- 
mises to function as a bank, and at the same 
time provide an adequate substitute for the 
four large attractive display windows which 
now exist. He considered that a material 
change in the character of the corner was 
inevitable, and that the whole aspect of 
trade potential, although basically concerned 
with financial issues, was a vital matter 
which could not be divorced from other 
planning considerations where a shopping 
area was concerned, 

He could not agree that the block of pro- 
perties enclosed by Belvoir-street, Granby- 
street, Horsehairstreet and Bowling Green- 
street should be accepted as a logical admin- 
istrative centre and in his view the character 
of Granby-street and Belvoir-street as shop- 
ping thoroughfares was such that they could 
not reasonably be linked with the remainder 
of the property in ihe block, He agreed 
that there were three existing banks close 
to the appeal site, but pointed out that the 
distribution of banks and other business 
buildings in the City centre did not follow 
any fixed pattern. The Inspector was pre- 
pared to accept the appellants’ contention 
that there was some difference in the class 
of business transacted by the Yorkshire 
Penny Bank as compared with other banks, 
but he was not satisfied that this difference 
was so material that conspicuous site in 
a main shopping centre was essential. In 
his view, the hours of business were more 
important in this case than the class of busi 
ness. The availability cf alternative sites off 
the main street and yet close to it was con- 
sidered to be relevant. The Inspector there- 
fore recommended that the appeal be dis- 
missed, 

The Minister agrees with the Inspector's 
findings and recommendation and has deci- 
ded to dismiss the appeal.

Paper to Town and Country Planning Summer School 


COUNTRY PLANNING 


By James W. R. Adams, CBE, PPTPI, PPILA, FRGS 


HE first Town and Country Planning 

Summer School, held at Digswell, 
Welwyn Garden City, in 1933, took place 
at a significant period. The Act of 1932, 
which had then been in operation for over 
a year, had established a general and wide 
code of statutory town and country plan- 
ning law, was extended to all land in 
urban and rural areas, and in particular 
could be applied to areas already built up 
which had previously been excluded from 
town planning schemes. Perhaps the most 
significant change which had taken place 
in the law, partly in 1929 under the Local 
Government Act of that year, and partly 
in the Town and Country Planning Act 
1932, was the extension of planning 
powers to County Councils in certain 
respects and under certain conditions, but 
as I have said on another occasion the 
Act of 1932 did not sufficiently embrace 
the economic aspects of town and country 
planning. It still left undeveloped aspects 
of regional and town planning to be 
explored. At that date there were also in 
force many statutory powers under the 
Public Health Act of 1925, the Roads 
Improvement Act of 1925, the Petroleum 
Consolidation Act 1928, the Advertise- 
ment Regulations Acts of 1907 and 1925, 
and the Restriction of Ribbon Develop- 
ment Act followed soon after in 1935, 
Most of us know a good deal about the 
development of national, regional and 
town planning during the period from 
1935 to 1948 and the various conse- 
quences of the Barlow Commission, the 
Uthwatt Committee, the Scott Commit- 
tee, the New Towns Committee, and 
many other causes which resulted in the 
statutory position at the date when 
primary planning functions were trans- 
ferred from non-county authorities to 
County Councils. 


Town Planning Objectives 


One must make certain assumptions in 
regard to the statutory position as a basis 
for consideration of our achievements and 
failures since the end of the War. I am 
going to submit to you that we are 
entitled to assume that all the powers 
which are, or could be required, to 
achieve the objectives we have in mind 
in the field of town and country planning 
are in fact now available, and that indeed 
one of the questions we must ask our- 
selves is whether, or rather to what extent, 
these great powers have been effectively 
used. 

As to the matter of objectives, some of 
my fellow members may question the 
necessity of a re-examination of the 
objects which we seek to attain by the 
operations of town and country planning. 
In my view we have in recent years been 
too much inclined to take these objects 
for granted. I think some of us may have 
deluded ourselves into imagining that the 
objectives were settled once and for all 


some time ago by the pioneers in the town 
and country planning movement, and that 
our task is to invent methods and to 
perfect the practice of carrying out the 
planning operations which it is hoped will 
achieve them. Even if there were some 
truth in this assumption, I suggest that the 
consideration of objectives will help us 
to examine more intelligently the quality 
and number of our achievements. 

It used to be said that the objects of 
town and country planning were health, 
safety, amenity and convenience, 
altogether being a combined operation 
to promote human welfare. One was 
taught to speak of water, main drainage, 
sewage disposal, light and air, as essential 
for health. To these were added heat and 
such services as electricity supply, but 
recently it is being appreciated that many 
kinds of environmental influences affect 
the health of the members of the com- 
munity to an extent not previously 
suspected. 


Regional Planning and Industry 


Let us first examine this thesis in terms 
of regional planning. The duty of the 
regional planning authority, or rather of 
a planning authority carrying out opera- 
tions of a regional character, must be 
limited to the guiding and planning of the 
region within the framework of national 
and what one might call super-national, 
if not international policy. 

Regional pians are very largely policy 
plans, incorporating the major elements 
of regional development and aim at a 
general outline which is not only less de- 
tailed but more comprehensive and more 
flexible than plans for smailer entities 
such as towns. A region has not a com- 
munity structure like a town or village, 
and certainly need not be an administra- 
tive unit. I hasten to add that in this 
context I am using the ‘ region’ to indi- 
cate an area for regional planning opera- 
tions and not necessarily a satisfactory 
geographical economic or social region. 
This planning region of which we are 
speaking is a composite of different com- 
munity units and other kinds of areas in 
juxtaposition to each other and having 
common or overiapping problems, pri- 
marily those relating to homes and work. 

Considerable irritations have been 
engendered in the past because of the 
rather confusing situation in relation to 
the issue by the Board of Trade of In- 
dustrial Development Certificates. Con- 
fusion at Central Government level in 
relation to regional planning has not been 
confined to the field of the distribution of 
industry. 

To take a somewhat superficial but in 
practice somewhat annoying aspect of 
the Board of Trade procedure; while lip 
service is paid by the Central Govern- 
ment Departments concerned to the fact 
that a Board of Trade Industrial Develop- 
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ment Certificate does not relate to a par- 
ticular site, the application form invites 
the applicant to state whether a particular 
site has been found and to identify it. 
This application is eventually related to 
the certificate itself, and thus the site is 
identified with the certificate in the minds 
of the applicant through a piece of unin- 
telligent administration. Similarly, quite 
unnecessary confusion can exist as a result 
of failure to co-ordinate at Central Gov- 
ernment level the views of the Ministry of 
Agriculture on the one hand and of the 
Forestry Commission on the other hand. 
and I have known one important recent 
case in which two statements conveyed 
to an Inspector holding a Public Inquiry 
as to height directions—one conveyed by 
the Ministry of Civil Aviation through 
the local planning authority and the other 
conveyed direct by the Air Ministry— 
were contradictory. I cannot, however, 
end these references to Central Govern- 
ment administration without paying a 
tribute to the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government, which, in my view, 
has carried out its functions, despite 
many handicavs and staffing difficulties, 
in a manner which is very much to the 
credit of those chiefly concerned. That 
Ministry’s efforts behind the scenes, and 
officially, in relatian to many regional 
matters, including industrial distribution, 
particularly in reiation to the modification 
of Development Plans and in the form of 
important appeal decisions have, in my 
view, resulted in a group of major 
achievements in the national and regional 
planning field. These achievements do 
this country great credit and, incidentally, 
are the envy of those impressed with the 
necessity for some kind of effective plan- 
ning in countries overseas. 


Over-ambitious Authorities 


It must, however, be conceded that such 
a success as may have been achieved in 
securing some measure of wise control 
or guidance over the distribution of 
industry and in relation to other aspects 
of industrial policy has been achieved by 
the Central Government and the County 
Councils in many instanees against the 
active opposition of certain towns and 
cities. I do not mention this for the pur- 
pose of indicting those towns and cities. 
Why should they not be ambitious? Why 
should they not feel, when looking at 
the matter (as they must) from their own 
points of view, that their cases for ex- 
pansion or industrialisation are good? 
I simpiy want to emphasise the fact that 
they cannot be allowed to be judges in 
their own causes, and that if some of these 
towns are created county boroughs, or 
continue to be county boroughs, and if 
for that or any other reason they are to 
be the primary local planning authorities, 
then a great deal of time may well be 
wasted in the struggie which must go on 
in many instances between the adjoining 
counties and the Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government on the one hand, 
and the county borough councils on the 
other hand, before a satisfactory solution 
is found. Much better that there should 
be produced a regionally considered plan 
for two or more of these urban units, 
and that they should be free (as all county 
district councils are now) to take an 
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another problem

in the early stages. If the differences of 
opinion are unresolved at these stages, 
they will still be free to argue their causes 
at the formal stages in the process of the 
production of the Plan, including any 
public inquiries. 


Green Belts 


Turning to Green Belt policy I want 
to make it clear that the brevity of the 
reference to this important subject in this 
lecture is due largely to my conviction 
that this is one of the most agreeable 
achievements in the field of town and 
country planning. 

Everybody at all levels of Local 
Government and Central Government 
and all political parties appear to be in 
substantial agreement as to the desirability 
of maintaining effective green belts round 
great conurbations. The differences of 
opinion as to the details of those green 
belts, as to their geographical extent and 
boundaries, create the same problems of 
objective planning operations as I have 
mentioned in relation to policy decisions 
as to character and size of towns. The 
basic green belt policy, however, does not 
create those problems. It might be con- 
tended, of course, that implementation of 
that policy cannot be entrusted to authori- 
ties who disagree as to such details as the 
boundaries and extent of green belts. I 
would not, personally, so contend 
although I agree that some system of 
ultimate sanctions in case of default can- 
not be dispensed with. Be that as it may, 
I would like to place on record my view 
that nowhere else in the world has there 
been such agapid and effective creation 
of green belfS round cities as there has 
been since the War in this country. 

Recently there has been one manifesta- 
tion in relation to the implementation of 
green belts which has caused some local 
authorities much concern. This is the 
necessity of accepting the acquisition of 
certain land which must be maintained 
as open land in compliance with green 
belt policy, but which has no beneficial 
user from the owner's point of view. What 
is to happen to these pieces of land? It is 
true that in some cases they can be used 
effectively as open spaces, allotments and 
such service uses, but there are still 
instances in which pieces of derelict land 
are being sold for the sake of green belt 
policy and we must expect a campaign in 
some quarters to use this land for limited 
building operations, partly to meet the 
great demands for housing land and partly 
to avoid the embarrassment of so-called 
useless land being held by local authori- 
ties. It is clear to most of us that this 
pressure must be resisted and that the 
solution lies in the creation of additional 
new towns or the expansion of old towns. 


Communications 


With regard to communications, I think 
one should first refer to the fluid and un- 
certain state of some branches of air 
transport at the present time. To what 
extent should local airports or aerodromes 
be provided in towns and cities? To what 
extent should towns be content with heli- 
copter landing grounds? Should these be 


on rooftops or over railway stations, or 
on riverside frontages? I have not heard 
anyone speak with any confidence about 
the assumptions that should be made as to 
this important problem. 

As to railways and roads, again the 
situation is uncertain indeed, and future 
developments in regard to the problem of 
the carriage of heavy goods on road or 
rail may affect very much the planning 
of communications in any region. The 
present road programme is likely to be 
accelerated, not only in the direction of 
motorways, but also in the form of urban 
roads, elevated roads, tunnels and all the 
other significant developments that are 
taking place in this country and abroad. 
All these not only involve very serious 
and controversial questions of design, but 
will directly affect the planning of com- 
munications regionally, and will indirectly 
affect all other regional planning opera- 
tions. 

Notwithstanding the motorway pro- 
gramme, notwithstanding considerable 
achievements in the separate fields of air, 
road, rail and water transport, I repeat 
that taking this subject of communication 
as a whole the achievements are isolated 
and although important in themselves, 
particularly in the field of air transport, 
it nevertheless remains true that from an 
integrated planning point of view there 
are virtually no achievements to report. 


New and Expanded Towns 


In passing to the question of civic 
design I think it would be convenient at 
this point to make some reference to new 
and expanded towns. The new town pro- 
gramme is fundamentally based on 
regional considerations and must there- 
fore be discussed in the contexts of both 
regional planning and town planning. So 
far as the regional planning considera- 
tions are concerned I hope that it will be 
generally agreed that the new towns have 
been a resounding success even though it 
may be cogently argued that there are 
not enough of them. The distribution of 
industry, to which I have already referred, 
is a basic factor in this picture, and | 
think that all those, and particularly the 
Central Government Departments con- 
cerned, who have taken part in this post- 
war development should be congratulated 
upon important achievements. 

From the point of view of civic and 
architectural design, I think here that 
there are some unanswered questions so 
far as the new and expanded towns are 
concerned. The location and design of 
shopping centres, the extent to which 
income groups should be residentially 
integrated, and many aspects of the design 
of buildings per se are all still the subject 
of much discusion, not only among lay- 
men and between the laymen and 
designers, but also between town plan- 
ners, architects and other specialists. What 
I think can be said is that the danger of 
which Patrick Geddes warned us many 
years ago, indeed at the time of the found- 
ing of the Town Planning Institute, 
requires to be re-stated. This is the dan- 
ger of imitating what we admire irrespec- 
tive of differences of place, time, or 
manner of life. 

I think one can record as an achieve- 
ment in recent years a greater awareness 
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amongst the general public of the advan- 
tages of good design and the disadvan- 
tages of bad design. It is true that many 
people who are interested in persons as 
human beings to a special extent appear 
to find it difficult to become sufficiently 
interested in objects, such as buildings, to 
demand high standards of design to the 
same extent as they demand high stan- 
dards of behaviour and character in 
human beings. 


Design and the Public 


I am not quite so optimistic about the 
quality of the designers in every field, and 
I do not exclude the field of town plan- 
ning and civic design. Town planners, 
whether they have other associated dis- 
ciplines or not, and whatever those 
associated disciplines may be, have the 
responsibility and the great honour of 
carrying out a task which requires a love 
of people, a concern for their environ- 
ment, their health and welfare and happi- 
ness, and at the same time requires a sen- 
sitivity in the field of design, combined 
with a skill in the use of modern facilities 
and materials. 


No doubt the Town Planning Institute, 
about to receive a Royal Charter, and 
approaching its Jubilee year in 1964, will 
give even more urgent consideration to 
the important problems of the education 
and training of chartered town planners. 
Already the Institute’s efforts in this 
direction must be included among the 
substantial achievements in town and 
country planning during the past 50 
years. But should we not follow the 
example of the Scandinavian countries 
and insist on a basic training in the prin- 
ciples of fundamental design before town 
planners, architects, engineers and sur- 
veyors, or landscape architects, proceed 
to their specialist training, however much 
applied design that may include? 


NEW HOSPITAL FOR WELWYN 
GARDEN CITY 


Foundation Stone Ceremony 


THe Rr. Hon. DEREK WALKER-SMITH, 
TD, QC, Minister of Health, laid the 
foundation stone of the new general 
hospital for Welwyn/Hatfield at How- 
lands, Welwyn Garden City, on Septem- 
ber 22. Amongst those present at the 
ceremony were Lord and Lady Cottesloe 
and the Rt. Rev. Bishop of Bedford, who 
offered prayers after the formal laying 
of the stone. The silver trowel was after- 
wards presented to the Minister by Mr. 
F. A. C. Maunder, FRIBA, AMTPI, chief 
architect of the North-West Regional 
Hospital Board. 

The main part of the hospital and the 
residential accommodation are expected 
to be completed in 1962. The total 
cost of the project, including general 
site development already completed, is 
£1,530,792. Designed in sympathy with 
the development of Welwyn and Hatfield 
the hospital will give the closest possible 
integration between the various depart- 
ments. The extremely compact plan is 
in the form of an 8-storeyed ‘T° shaped 
building served by central and secondary 
lift suites.

Electric floor warming at the Sighthill Health Centre 


Sighthill was designed as an Experimental Centre under the National 
Health Service Act. The building forms a hollow square round a central 
courtyard. The north wing holds administrative departments on the 
ground floor and dental theatres on the first floor. The south wing 
houses the joint services departments. The east wing comprises child 
welfare services and the west wing is divided into six medical suites. 


Fully controlled warmth The building is heated by electric low temperature underfloor radiant 
heating. This is thermostatically controlled and designed to maintain 
against an outside temperature of 25°F. the following inside temperatures: 
surgeries, recovery and X-ray rooms 70°F.; passages and lavatories 
60°F. ; kitchen 52°F .; other rooms 65°F. Electrical intake is “‘off peak’’ and 
available between 7 p.m. and 7 a.m., and 11 a.m. and 3 p.m. 


Loadings Total loading amounts to 262 kW and is designed for off-peak operation. 
This load comprises 232 kW embedded in the concrete floors and 30 kW 
in concealed wall panels. The total floor area of the building is 35,000 sq. ft. 


. oor nishes tested Floor finishes laid were: wood block, cork tile, thermoplastic, mastic 
A variety of fl . fi asphalt, Caithness stone slabs and terrazzo. All these have given very 
satisfactory service under heated floor conditions. 


Results The installation has been running for over five years and the average annual 
consumption for floor warming purposes is 418,960 units costing £1,400. 
Thermograph records were taken during the winter 1955/56. These 
show that when, in February 1956, the mean daily outside temperature 
was 22.6°F., the maximum drop in inside temperature during the cut-off 
period was only 2.6°F. Even under these extreme conditions the internal 
air temperature did not fall below 60°F.

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ZAST BERLIN REBUILDS 
Open planning for the Central Areas 
From a Correspondent 

N the eastern sector of Berlin, the area 

controlled by the German Democratic 
Republic (Eastern Germany), post-war 
building activity has been chiefly con- 
centrated on utility: housing and industry. 
The east Berlin housing situation is as 
yet by no means satisfactory, although 
definite progress has been made since the 
first schemes were started after, and 
synonymous with, the gigantic rubble- 
clearing operations. 

However, according to the east Berlin 
municipal authorities housing construction 
will continue at high speed with the objec- 
tive of moving 80,000 Berlin families into 
new modern flats by 1965. The new note, 
however, in east Berlin building projects 
relates to the old city centre, which was 
severely damaged during the war; the 
Lindenform as the historical Unter den 
Linden section i galled. The time has 
arrived, it appears, when a larger part of 
the building effort may be diverted from 
housing and factories to the restoration and 
preservation of many famous buildings in 
the central area. 

Considerable restoration has, in fact, 
already been accomplished This includes 
the German State Opera, the Town Hall 
and the Humboldt University. Now, the 
decision of the authorities that all buildings 
between this university and St. Hedwig’s 
Cathedral are to be preserved and protected 
as Historical monuments is welcome. 

On the other hand, plans for reconstruc- 
tion of other sections of the city’s central 
area are radically different from the hap- 
hazard growth of the former commercial 
and office complex. The area will be 
planned as an integrated architectural and 
urban whole, with far more open space than 
it hitherto enjoyed. Once, some half-a- 
million Berliners crowded daily into this 
business section to work. The new centre 
will accommodate only one-half of this 
number as office and administrative build- 
ings will be spaced out more widely. This 
thinning-out process will also apply to the 
inner residential areas of East Berlin, a 
maximum of 500 inhabitants being permitted 
to the hectare (abcut 2} acres) where 900 
was the pre-war average. 

Thus, we may perceive the new shape of 
east Berlin: the preservation of the historical 
area and the radical remoulding of the finan- 
cial and business section, The East Berlin 
authorities have several times proposed to 
their West Berlin counterparts that the two 
municipalities agree upon a plan for the 
entire city ; but so far without success. 

Some interesting modern building tech- 
niques are being employed nowadays in East 
Germany, and those interested may find 
further information at the * Life in the GDR” 
exhibition which opens in London on 
September 28 and remains open until 
October 11.

New HQ for Coal Board 


THE PLANS for an eight-storey block of 
offices for the Scottish Division headquarters 
of the National Coal Board have been passed 
by the planning committee of Edinburgh 
Corporation. 

The building, which will front Lauriston- 
place, will have a four-storey wing along 
Lady Lawson-street and a three-storey wing 
along Lauriston-street. A fourth wing be- 
hind the main building will hold the canteen 
hall. The work is expected to cost about 
£350,000. 

The building will provide accommodation 
for about 700 people, and a Coal Board 
spokesman said recently that the major 
part of the building would be used by the 
Coal Board as offices. 

Mr. William Kininmonth, FRIBA, of 
Rowand Anderson, Kininmonth and Paul, is 
the architect. 


£606,000 Swimming Pool 

AN INDOOR swimming pool, to cost 
£600,000 and to be of Olympic Games 
standard, was recommended to Edinburgh 
Town Council by the Civic Amenities Com- 
mittee of Edinburgh Corporation on Septem 
ber 15. They propose that it should be built 
at Roseburn Park on a site owned by the 
Corporation. 

Moving the recommendation Cllr. Hugh 
Macpherson said that the corporation had in 
mind the building of a central pool and four 
district pools. The Roseburn pool would be 
regarded as the central pool, and it would 
provide for an area of the city which was now 
very populous compared with ten years ago. 
He had been in touch with Melbourne 
regarding their Olympic Games pool, and he 
had been told it was used as an exhibition

The Guaranteed Week 


BUILDING INDUSTRY WORKERS in the Edin- 
burgh area have considered the implications 
of bad weather on the guaranteed week and 
have agreed to consider a ‘work to rule’ 
attitude if employees are paid off owing to 
bad weather. The joint meeting of masons, 
bricklayers, labourers and terrazzo workers 
was arranged by the AUBTW. Mr. J. 
Stewart, district organiser, referred to the 
disposal last year of employees by the larger 
firms of many men in periods of bad 
weather. It was alleged that men standing 
down because of frosty weather were re- 
employed as * new starts’ to their disadvan- 
tage. Building trade employees in the city 
would not tolerate the conditions imposed 
last winter. They were seeking the support 
of municipal authorities on building contracts 
to ensure a guaranteed week for building 
trade workers, He claimed that intensified 
competition in the industry had forced 
employers to eliminate the contingency sums 
previously estimated for lost time, through 
bad weather, The natural result of this has 
been to dismiss men on the first sign of bad 
weather. The union had warned employers 
that any repetition of dismissals this winter 
would mean adoption of ‘work to rule’ 
methods and cessation of all bonus work. 
The union is also planning to seek support 
from Edinburgh Town Council for a provi- 
sion in their contracts ensuring a guaranteed 
week and joint meetings are planned for the 
various areas of Scotland to bring this subject 
more urgently to the attention of employers 
and municipalities.
